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FOREWORD  BY  THE  EDITOR 

Before  going  into  the  history  of  this  book,  I  would  like  to  call  the  readers 
attention  to  the  foreword  written  by  Dr.  Ben  C.  Holtzclaw,  for  much  valuable  in¬ 
formation  is  given  in  it  concerning  many  of  the  other  early  Virginia  Powell  families 
who  have  no  known  connection  with  the  Powells  of  this  book. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  book  will  be  of  great  value  to  those  who  are  interested  in 
the  Powell  family,  for  it  is  believed  that  this  book  at  long  last  straightens  out  much 
of  the  confusion  that  has  so  long  plagued  those  who  have  done  Powell  research, 
especially  in  correcting  the  long  standing  errors  and  mistaken  identities  of  the 
early  Powells  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina. 

I  have  much  additional  Powell  data  on  lines  not  connected  with  those  of  this 
book  that  I  did  nothave  room  to  include  in  this  book  in  case  I  can  be  of  additional 
help  to  any  who  are  doing  Powell  research. 

•I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  give  some  insight  into  background  of 
this  book.  In  1955  when  I  first  became  interested  in  geneology,  1  had  only  the 
name  of  my  great,  grandfather,  Daniel  Benjamin  Powell,  but  no  other  data  con¬ 
cerning  his  family.  After  searching  the  1850,  i860,  1870  and  1880  census  records 
of  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Alabama,  I  came  across  the  name  of  Leroy  Powell  and  other 
Powells  and  then  I  consulted  my  great  aunt.  Cola  Mae  (Powell)  McDaniel  (Mrs. 
George  Walter)  of  Alexander  City,  Alabama.  She  recognized  Leroy  Powell  as 
being  the  name  of  her  grandfather  and  then  compiled  a  list  of  the  known  de- 
,scendants  of  Leroy  Powell  and  of  Daniel  Benjamin  Powell. 

Several  months  later  I  contacted  Mr.  John  Dendy  of  Albertville,  Alabama,  who 
gave  me  considerable  information  on  both  my  Dendy  and  Powell  forebearers. 
While  visiting  Mr.  Dendy,  another  Powell  and  Dendy  cousin  came  over  to  see  me 
and  brought  the  Bible  Record  of  Wm.  Powell  and  wife  Elizabeth  Parson  for  me 
to  see,  which  contained  the  births  and  some  death  dates  of  the  children  of  Wm.  and 
Elizabeth  and  which  thereby  established  William  Powell  as  the  father  of  Leroy 
Powell.  This  cousin  was  Mrs.  Ophie  Dendy  Rousseau  of  Albertville,  Alabama. 

After  two  years  of  trying  to  determine  the  parents  of  William  Powell,  I  came 
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across  the  name  and  address  of  a  Powell  relative  while  going  over  Powell  ma-J 
terial  with  Dr.  Albert  Casey  of  Birmingham,  Alabama.  The  cousin  was  Ethel] 
Powell  (Mrs.  R.  R.)  of  Greene  St.,  Monticello,  Georgia.  She  was  kind  enough-l 
to  send  me  copies  of  legal  documents  in  Jasper  County,  Georgia,  that  related! 
to  my  Powells  as  well  as  my  Osborn  and  Maddux  lines  which  at  one  time  lived^ 
there  and  which  established  my  William  Powell  as  being  the  son  of  Moses  Powell,! 
Jr.  of  Jasper  County,  Georgia. 

I  was  then  very  fortunate  in  making  contact  with  Dr.  Ben  C.  Holtzclaw,  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Philosophy,  The  University  of  Richmond,  Richmond,  Va.  and  it  was  | 
through  Ben  Holtzclaw’s  most  generous  help  that  this  book  was  made  possible,  1

for  he  furnished  me  the  data  on  the  early  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  Powells  j 
that  he  had  compiled,  provided  I  get  it  put  into  print,  as  well  as  the  Bush  and  | 
Williams  family  data.  I 

During  the  several  years  of  research  on  the  Powells,  I  was  in  correspondence 
with  a  cousin,  Maude  (Maddux)  Crabtree  (Mrs.  John)  of  Rt.  i.  Box  119, 
Childersburg,  Alabama  and  she  sent  me  an  old  Maddux  family  Bible  record  which  j 
she  had  inherited  from  her  father,  Benjamin  Fletcher  Maddux.  This  Bible  record 
with  its  list  of  births  and  dates  furnished  some  additional  clues  to  how  the 
Maddux  family  was  related  to  the  Powells  (my  own  Alabama  line,  that  is).  It 
gave  Zachariah  Maddux  as  being  the  father  of  Benjamin  Wills  Maddux  who  mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth  Powell  and  also  had  written  in  it  that  “Sarah  H.  Maddux  consort 
of  Moses  Powell,  was  the  daughter  of  William  Maddux.”  Though  there  seems  to 
be  a  double  Maddux  relationship  for  some  of  the  Powell-Maddux  descendants, 
it  has  never  been  established  as  to  what  relationship  there  was  between  the  Zacha¬ 
riah  Maddux  and  WilliamMaddux,  but  it  is  assumed  that  there  was  some  close 
family  kinship  between  the  two.  However,  much  more  research  must  be  done  in 
Georgia  and  other  states  in  the  South  prior  to  1800  to  get  a  much  deeper  knowledge 
of  the  earlier  generations  of  the  Maddux  family.

FOREWORD 

1  have  enjoyed  collecting  and  systematizing  the  records  of  the  Powell  family  of 
Norfolk  County,  Virginia,  Nansemond  County,  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  in 
the  following  pages.  Most  of  the  work  on  the  first  four  generations  was  done 
during  the  past  two  years.  There  were  two  Virginia  Powell  families  in  the  17th 
Century  that  left  many  descendants  in  North  Carolina,  one  that  of  Thomas  Pow¬ 
ell  of  Isle  of  Wight  County,  the  other  that  of  Richard,  John  and  William  Powell 
of  Norfolk  County  treated  in  the  following  pages.  It  was  not  always  easy  to 
distinguish  between  descendants  of  the  two  families,  but  the  evidence  indicates 
very  strongly  that  our  John  Powell  of  Nansemond  County,  Virginia  was  the  son 
of  Richard  Powell  of  Norfolk  County,  as  indicated.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  records 
of  Nansemond  County,  Virginia  have  been  destroyed,  else  the  account  could  have 
been  much  fuller.  As  indicated,  the  connection  of  the  Powell  family  of  Norfolk 
County  with  John  Powell  of  Elizabeth  City  is  speculative,  though  not  unreason¬ 
able.  The  same  is  true  of  the  hypothesis  that  Cader  Powell’s  wife,  Ann,  was  a 
Conner  of  Norfolk  County.  It  is  always  doubtful  whether  one  should  put  into  a 
genealogy  theories  that  are  not  absolutely  proved  by  documents,  for  later  on 
people  are  likely  to  quote  as  facts  statements  that  are  not  quite  proved.  However, 
when  the  theories  are  reasonable  and  highly  plausible,  with  no  evidence  against 
them,  I  believe  that  they  should  be  stated  for  full  knowledge  of  the  family  and  as 
a  possibility  of  later  research.

ADDITIONAL  NOTES  ON  OTHER  VIRGINIA  POWELL  FAMILIES 
AS  GIVEN  THE  EDITOR  BY  BEN  C.  HOLTZCLAW 


“I  think  I  have  the  ancestry  of  the  Moses  Powell  who  died  in  Wake  County, 
N.  C.  in  1799.  He  was  the  son  of  John  Powell  who  died  in  Isle  of  Wight  County 
in  1762.  Moses  married  Prudence  (Pope,  I  think)  of  Isle  of  Wight.  His  father, 
John  married  Alice  Morrell  about  1730,  daughter  of  George  and  Mary  (Walters) 
Morrell  of  Surry  County,  Va.,  and  granddaughter  of  George  Morrell,  Sr.  of  Sur¬ 
ry,  and  of  Walter  and  Alice  Walters  of  Isle  of  Wight.  John  Powell  was,  as  near 
as  I  can  ascertain,  the  son  of  Thomas  Powell,  who  moved  from  Isle  of  Wight 
County,  Va.  about  1730  to  Brunswick  County,  Va.  and  died  there  in  1757.  Thomas 
seems  to  have  been  one  of  the  youngest  sons  of  William  Powell  (d.  1695)  his 
wife,  Elizabeth.  William  Powell  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Powell,  who  first  appears 
in  the  records  in  1637,  Isle  of  Wight  County  in  1688.  Since  the  name 

Nathaniel  was  popular  in  this  Isle  of  Wight  County  group,  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
the  original  Thomas  Powell  was  a  son  of  Thomas  Powell  of  Howlton,  Sussex, 
England,  brother  and  heir  of  Capt.  Nathaniel  Powell,  who  was  at  one  time  Gover¬ 
nor  of  Virginia  for  a  short  while  in  the  very  early  years.  This  Powell  family  of 
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Isle  of  Wight  seems  to  have  no  connection  with  our  Powells  of  Norfolk  County, 
Va/’ 

“With  regard  to  the  Culpepper  County,  Va.  Powells,  I  doubt  whether  they  were 
connected  with  our  group  or  the  Isle  of  Wight  group  at  all.  The  record  states 
that  Ambrose  Powell  was  a  son  of  William  Powell  and  a  grandson  of  Benjamin 
Powell,  but  gives  no  proof.  If  the  grandfather  really  was  Benjamin  Powell,  then 
he  was  probably  identical  with  a  Benjamin  Powell,  b.ca.  1625,  with  brother,  Wil¬ 
liam,  who  appears  briefly  in  the  records  of  York  Co.,  Va.  These  two  men  were 
sons  of  John  Powell  (who  d.ca.  1635)  of  York  Co.  and  his  wife  Katherine.  This 
John  Powell  of  York  has  been  confused  with  John  Powell  of  Elizabeth  City,  which 
is  somewhat  natural  in  view  of  the  fact  that  their  wives  were  both  named  Kather¬ 
ine.  However,  Benjamin  Powell  of  York  is  specifically  stated  to  be  eldest  son 
and  heir  of  John  Powell  of  York;  while  the  Col.  John  Powell  of  Elizabeth  City 
County  who  was  Burgess  about  1658  was  obviously  the  John,  b.  1624,  son  of 
John  and  Katherine  of  Elizabeth  City.  Also,  John  Powell  of  Elizabeth  City  was 
granted  land  1638,  after  the  death  of  John  Powell  of  York.” 

“I  think  that  John  Powell  of  Bladen  County  and  Jesse  Powell  of  Johnston  County 
were  both  sons  of  Abram  or  Abraham  Powell,  who  was  granted  land  in  1748  in 
Johnston  Co.,  as  deeds  show  that  these  two  men  deeded  away  land  originally 
granted  to  Abraham  Powell. 

I  had  tentatively  put  down  Abraham  Powell  as  a  brother  of  Isaac  Powell  of  Johns¬ 
ton  Co.,  since  John  Powell  of  Bladen  had  a  son  named  Isaac;  and  therefore 
Abraham  would  have  been  probably  a  son  of  John  Powell  and  Elizabeth  Glyn  of 
Chowan  Co.  But,  the  following  notes  indicate  that  this  is  practically  impossible. 
Absalom  Powell,  son  of  John  Powell  of  Bladen,  was  born  May  1752.  The  father 
John  Powell,  then,  must  have  been  born  at  least  as  early  as  1730;  and  if  Abra¬ 
ham  Powell  was  father  of  John,  his  birth  could  hardly  have  been  before  lyoi^-io. 
It  would  appear  that  Abraham  was  too  old  to  have  been  a  son  of  John  Powell 
and  a  brother  of  William  Powell  of  Gates  Co.  If  that  is  the  case,  it  looks  as 
though  these  Powells  are  not  directly  connected  with  our  line.  But,  of  course,  the 
family  of  John  Powell  of  Chowan  (wife  Elizabeth  Glyn)  is  the  most  uncertain  in 
my  notes,  as  I  hope  that  I  indicated.  I  have  searched  to  try  to  find  some  trace  of 
Abraham  Powell  before  1748,  but  can  find  nothing  at  all,  except  the  two  land 
grants  and  the  deeds  in  which  John  and  Jesse  Powell  deeded  away  the  land  that 
had  been  granted  to  Abraham. 

If  Abraham  Powell  was  a  brother  of  John  and  Jesse,  (not  their  father)  all  three 
men  could  have  been  sons  of  John  Powell  and  Elizabeth  Glyn  and  hence  brothers 
of  William  Powell  of  Gates  and  Isaac  Powell  of  Johnston  Counties,  N.  C.  This 
might  be  the  solution,  but  there  is  no  evidence.”

SMITH  30  acres;  cousin  LEMUEL  POWELL  son  of  JOHN  POWELL 
100  acres;  aunt  MARY  SMITH;  cousin  JOHN  SMITH  the  plantation 
I  live  on;  cousin  DORCAS  BATTERS;  cousins  ANN,  DORCAS,  and 
DIANA  ‘Vhich  is  now  in  Pamplico”  (i.e.,  on  Pimlico  Sound,  N.  C.). 

The  aunt  MARY  SMITH  mentioned  in  the  will  was  the  widow  of 
JOHN  SMITH,  whose  will,  dated  Oct.  21,  1710  and  probated  April 
20,  17 1 1,  mentions  son,  John  Smith,  to  whom  he  leaves  the  land  ad¬ 
joining  HENRY  BOWLES  and  William  Ellis;  sons  Lemuel  and 
Thomas  Smith;  and  wife  Mary  Smith.  Since  THOMAS  BOWLES 
calls  MARY  SMITH  aunt,  we  can  be  pretty  sure  that  Thomas,  Lemuel 
and  John  Smith,  legatees  of  the  will,  were  really  his  first  cousins  (not 
his  nephews) ;  and  therefore,  that  the  cousin  LEMUEL  POWELL,  son 
of  JOHN  POWELL,  was  also  a  first  cousin.  ESTHER,  wife  of  JOHN 
POWELL,  was  also  therefore  an  aunt  of  THOMAS  BOWLES;  and 
the  cousins,  ANN,  DORCAS  BATTERS,  and  DIANA,  were  also  her 
children,  since  they  were  not  Mary  Smith’s  children. 

The  father  of  THOMAS  BOWLES  and  brother  of  MARY  SMITH 
and  ESTHER  POWELL  was  HENRY  BOWLES  who  first  appears  in 
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the  records  of  Norfolk < Co.  Mar.  13,  1686/7  witness  to  the  will  of 
Thomas  Hallowell,  Sr.  (McIntosh  ‘‘Norfolk  Co.  Wills,  1637-1710,  p. 
1 13).  He  was  probably  born  about  1665.  HENRY  BOWLES  was 
the  owner  of  330  acres  of  land  in  Norfolk  Co.  in  1704,  the  only 
BOWLES  land-owner  in  the  county  (Va.  Mag.,  30,  p.  27).  He  last 
appears  Feb.  15,  1708/9,  when  he  sued  WILLIAM  POWELL,  SR. 
(No.  3)  for  trespass.  He  must  have  died  soon  afterwards  and  his  land 
have  been  inherited  by  his  son  THOMAS. 

HENRY  BOWLES,  MARY  SMITH,  and  ESTHER  POWELL  were 
probably  the  children  of  RICHARD  BOWLES  mentioned  in  the  1702 
deed  of  RICHARD  and  THOMAS  POWELL  to  John  Hodges  cited 
previously  (D.  B.  6,  pp.  262-4).  This  is  the  only  reference  yet  found 
to  RICHARD  BOWLES,  but  he  seems  to  be  the  connecting  link  to 
the  original  patentee  of  the  land,  JOHN  BOWLES  of  Elizabeth  City 
and  Norfolk  Co.,  who  first  appears  in  1636,  so  born  at  least  as  early  as 
1610-15,  so  that  we  may  assume  that  RICHARD  was  JOHN  BOWLES’ 
son.  That  JOHN  BOWLES  was  the  original  owner  of  THOMAS 
BOWLES’  land  is  proved  by  a  deed  of  WILLIAM  POWELL  (No.  18 
or  No.  35)  Sept.  25,  1752,  who  bought  from  John  Smith  the  home  plan¬ 
tation  left  by  THOMAS  BOWLES  to  John  Smith;  the  1752  deed  states 
that  the  land  was  part  of  a  patent  to  JOHN  BOWLES  in  1625  which 
was  renewed  in  1655  (D.  B.  15,  p.  155).  We  note  that  if  the  deed  is 
correct  and  JOHN  BOWLES  was  granted  land  as  early  as  1625,  he 
must  have  been  born  about  1600. 

JOHN  BOWLES  appears  in  the  following  references  in  Nugent’s 
“Cavaliers  and  Pioneers”:

Brookes,  in  Elizabeth  City  Co.  May  22,  1637,  p.  57.

20  acres  alongside  Bowles’  50  acres  by  deed  of  gift  from  Mrs.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Southwell,  and  16  acres  more  near  William  Morgan.  Considera¬ 
tion:  100  acres  granted  Thomas  Keeling  Nov.  18,  1635  assigned 
by  Thomas  Casson  to  said  BOWLES;  also,  certificate  of  40  acres  to  be 
delivered  to  said  BOWLES.

Same  page,  Oct.  14,  1636,  William  Laighton  and  Henry  Southell  of 
the  Back  River  to'  JOHN  BOWLES  50  acres  near  William  Morgan 
and  Henry  Southell.  {The  records  here  are  rather  significant,  and 
would  perhaps  indicate  a  relationship  between  JOHN  BOWLES  and 
HENRY  and  ELIZABETH  SOUTHWELL,  ^  deed  of  gift  from  the 
latter  is  mentioned.  Perhaps  BOWLES  had  married  their  daughter. 
Henry  Southwell  died  about  1636-7,  and  by  July  14,  1637  Elizabeth 
Southwell,  the  widow,  was  married  to  Lieut.  Richard  Popeley,  p.  61.) 
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(3)  p.  13 1.  JOHN  BOWLES  is  again  mentioned  as  an  adjoining 
land  owner  to  William  Morgan  alias  Brookes,  Aug.,  1642. 

(4)  p.  280.  About  1653-4,  JOHN  BOWLES  and  Thomas  Dyer  are 
granted  400  acres  in  the  Western  Branch  of  the  Elizabeth  River. 

(5)  p.  497.  Feb.  15,  1663,  JOHN  BOWLES  granted  350  acres  on 
the  Western  Branch  of  Elizabeth  River;  renewed  Oct.  12,  1675. 

(6)  ANNE  BOWLES,  SENR.  and  ANNE  BOWLES,  JUNR. 
claimed  as  importees  by  THOMAS  PURIFOY  an  a  grant  Mar.  13, 
1655.  These  may  have  been  the  wife  and  daughter  of  JOHN 
BOWLES. 

JOHN  POWELL,  who  married  ESTHER  BOWLES,  is  first  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  will  of  his  uncle  and  stepfather,  JOHN  POWELL,  in  1687. 
His  son,  LEMUEL  POWELL,  is  mentioned  not  only  in  the  will  of 
THOMAS  BOWLES  in  1719,  but  also  in  the  will  of  WILLIAM 
POWELL  NO.  7,  dated  1701.  JOHN  POWELL  NO.  6  was  deeded 
100  acres  of  land  by  John  Ferrabee  Oct.  8,  1692  in  Princess  Anne  Co., 
adjacent  to  the  100  acres  that  Ferrabee  deeded  JOHN’S  brother, 
WILLIAM,  on  the  same  date  (D.  B.  6,  p.  44).  In  1699  JOHN 
POWELL  deeded  this  land  to  Luke  Havill  (D.  B.  6,  p.  175),  and  seems 
to  have  moved  in  that  year  to  Nansemond  Co.,  Va.,  where  he  received 
the  following  grants:

262  acres  in  the  Upper  Parish  of  Nansemond  Co.  on  the  N.  E.  side  of 
Loosing  Swamp. 

Oct.  26,  1699,  JOHN  POWELL  157  acres  in  the 
Upper  Parish  of  Nansemond  on  the  Mossy  Swamp  adjoining  John 
Brothers. 

April  25,  1702,  JOHN  POWELL  215  acres  in  Nan¬ 
semond  Co.  on  the  S.  side  of  Loosing  Swamp  adjoining  John  Harris 
and  John  Larkum.  (The  Nansemond  Co.  index  of  grants  gives  the 
date  of  this  grant  as  Oct.  24,  1701.) 

(4)  Patent  Bk.  10,  p.  440.  July  ii,  1719,  JOHN  POWELL  100  acres 
in  the  Upper  Parish  of  Nansemond  Co. 

JOHN  POWELL  is  recorded  as  the  owner  of  758  acres  of  land  in 
NANSEMOND  CO.  in  1704,  being  the  only  POWELL  land-owner  in 
the  county  at  that  time  (Va.  Mag.,  Vol  29,  p.  403).  PRACTICALLY 
ALL  HIS  LAND  FELL  INTO  CHOWAN  AND  PERQUIMANS  CO., 
N.  C.  ON  THE  SETTLEMENT  OF  THE  VIRGINIA-NORTH 
CAROLINA  BOUNDARY  DISPUTE,  and  he  appears  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  records  in  North  Carolina:  ‘ 

(i)  CSR  2,  pp.  loi  and  107.  JOHN  POWELL  is  mentioned  July  28, 
1713  and  Oct.‘  27;  1713  as  defendant  in  a  suit  for  debt  by  John  Blish,

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(2)  Perquimans  Co.  D.  B.  “B”,  No.  144.  Oct.  8,  1723,  Daniel  Smith 
of  Perquimans  Co.  and  Sarah  his  wife  to  JOHN  POWELL  of  the  Up¬ 
per  Parish  of  Nansemond  Co.,  Va.  250  acres  on  the  S.  W.  side  of  the 
Perquimans  River  now  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Rountree. 

(3)  Perquimans  Co.  D.  B.  “C”,  No.  13 1.  April  15,  1734,  John  Wim¬ 
berly  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  of  Perquimans  Co.,  with  the  consent  of 
JOHN  POWELL  of  Perquimans  Co.  to  Nicholas  Stallings  125  acres  on 
the  S.  W.  side  of  the  Perquimans  River,  now  in  the  possession  of 
Thomas  Rountree,  which  was  “by  the  said  JOHN  POWELL  given  and 
put  into  the  possession  of  the  said  John  Wimberly  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife;  the  deed  being  signed  by  both  the  Wimberlys  and  JOHN  POW¬ 
ELL. 

(4)  Perquimans  Co.  D.  B.  “D”,  No.  141.  Jan.  14,  1743,  John  Norfleet 
of  Chowan  Co.  to  JOHN  POWELL  of  Perquimans  Co.  636  acres  at 
a  place  called  Corepeake  (Orapeake) ;  test,  LEMUEL  POWELL, 
Dinah  Simpson. 

(5)  Perquimans  Co.  D.  B.  “H-i”,  p.  284.  Sept.  21,  1738,  JOHN 
POWELL  of  Perquimans  Co.  to  John  Norfleet  i  acre  in  Chowan  Co. 
now  occupied  by  said  POWELL  and  binding  on  Orapeake  Swamp; 
test,  James  Sumner,  SAML  (I.E.,  LEMUEL)  POWELL. 

(6)  Chowan  Co.  D.  B.  “W-i”,  pp.  310-11.  Dec.  19,  1734,  JOHN 
POWELL  and  HESTER  (ESTHER)  his  wife  of  Perquimans  Co.  to 
John  Norfleet  of  Chowan  Co.  250  acres,  part  of  a  larger  tract  granted 
to  JOHN  POWELL  April  4,  1730  at  Thicket  Swamp;  test,  ROBERT 
POWELL,  JOHN  POWELL,  Jesse  Brin. 

(7)  CSR  22,  p.  253.  1729-32,  JOHN  POWELL  was  the  owner  of  1200 
acres  in  Perquimans  Co.,  arrears  quit-rent  rolls. 

(8)  CSR  4,  p.  518.  Feb.  25,  1739,  JOHN  POWELL  a  juror  in  Per¬ 
quimans  Co. 

(9)  Perquimans  Co.  Minutes,  Inventories,  etc.,  1738-60,  77.003.  JOHN 
POWELL  is  shown  in  1740  in  the  Perquimans  Co.  tax-list  with  7  polls. 

(10)  Same  Reference.  In  1746  JOHN  POWELL  is  shown  in  a  list  of 
Masters  and  Mistresses  between  the  Horse  Root  Swamp  and  the 
Virginia  Line. 

1746  is  the  last  year  in  which  JOHN  POWELL  appears  in  the 
records  He  died  between  that  time  and  1750,  for  in  the  latter  year 
LEMUEL  POWELL  deeded  away  some  of  the  Orapeake  land  that 
had  been  deeded  JOHN  POWELL  in  1743.  JOHN  POWELL  prob¬ 
ably  died  about  1747-49,  being  nearly  80  years  of  age,  since  he  was 
born  about  1669.  Although  he  left  no  will,  his  children  can  be  deter¬ 
mined  fairly  well,  not  only  from  the  wills  of  his  brother,  WILLIAM 
POWELL  No.  7,  in  1701,  and  his  nephew-in-law,  THOMAS  BOWLES 
in  1719  but  also  from  his  habit  of  endorsing  deeds  or  patents  to  various

ones  of  the  children,  so  that  later  ownership  of  land  shows  who  they 
were.  The  children  of  JOHN  AND  ESTHER  (BOWLES)  POWELL 
were  as  follows: 

26.  LEMUEL  POWELL  b.  ca.  1690,  eldest  son  and  heir,  mentioned 
in  the  Norfolk  Co.  wills  of  WILLIAM  POWELL  No.  7  and  THOMAS 
BOWLES;  inherited  most  of  John  Powell’s  land,  as  shown  by  his  will: 
in  1750  deeded  away  part  of  the  land  at  Orapeake  that  had  been  deeded 
to  JOHN  POWELL  in  1743;  inherited  the  remaining  125  acres  deeded 
to  JOHN  POWELL  in  1723  by  Daniel  Smith,  and  his  son,  JOHN 
POWELL,  deeded  it  away  in  1774. 

27.  JOHN  POWELL  b.  ca.  1692,  lived  in  Chowan  Co.,  N.  C. 
from  1719  until  1739  or  later;  witnessed  the  1734  deed  in  Chowan  Co. 
from  JOHN  POWELL  and  HESTER  his  wife  to  John  Norfleet  along 
with  another  son,  ROBERT  POWELL;  WILLIAM  POWELL,  eldest 
son  of  JOHN  NO.  27,  lived  in  Gates  Co.  (formerly  Chowan)  from  1779 
on,  owning  200  acres  of  land  near  other  descendants  of  JOHN 
POWELL  NO.  6,  this  land  probably  being  part  of  the  grant  to  JOHN 
POWELL  NO.  6  in  Chowan  Co.  April  4,  1730  and  referred  to  in  the 
1734  deed. 

28.  GEORGE  POWELL,  b.  ca.  1694,  lived  in  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C.; 
GEORGE  POWELL’S  eldest  son  and  heir,  CADER  POWELL,  in  1742 
deeded  to  ROBERT  POWELL,  his  uncle,  half  of  the  215  acres  granted 
to  JOHN  POWELL  No.  6  on  Loosing  Swamp  in  1702,  which  JOHN 
had  given  jointly  to  GEORGE  and  ROBERT. 

29.  ROBERT  POWELL,  b.  ca.  1696,  of  Chowan  Co.,  who  was  given 
half  the  1702  grant  on  Loosing  Swamp  by  JOHN  POWELL  NO.  6,  his 
brother  GEORGE  receiving  the  other  half. 

30.  ANN  POWELL,  mentioned  in  THOMAS  BOWLES’  will  in  1719, 
b.  ca.  1698. 

31.  DORCAS  POWELL,  b.  ca.  1700,  mentioned  in  THOMAS 

BOWLES’  will,  m.  BATTERS  prior  to  1719. 

Correction  to  section  on  children  of  John  Powell  No.  6. 

Thomas  Batters  died  early  in  1735  in  N.  C.  His  will,  dated  Nov.  29, 
1733  and  probated  Jan.  ii,  1734  (i.e.,  1735)  mentions  wife  Dorcas  and 
daughters  Mary  and  Diana. 

The  above  seems  certainly  the  Dorcas  Batters  of  Thomas  Bowles^ 
will.  Thomas’s  “cousins  Ann,  Dorcas  and  Diana  which  is  at  Pamplico” 
look  as  though  they  were  children  of  Thomas  and  Dorcas  Batters — not 
sisters  of  Dorcas  as  given  in  my  notes.  If  they  were  children,  Ann  and 
Dorcas  may  have  died  before  Thomas  Batters  made  his  will — or  he 
may  not  have  mentioned  all  his  children,  a  thing  not  infrequent. 

32.  DIANA  (DINAH)  POWELL,  b.  ca.  1702,  mentioned  in  Thomas 
Bowles’s  will;  perhaps  identical  with  Dinah  Simpson,  who  with 
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LEMUEL  POWELL  No.  26  witnessed  the  1743  deed  from  John  Nor¬ 
fleet  to  JOHN  POWELL  No.  6. 

33.  ELIZABETH  POWELL,  b.  ca.  1705-10,  m.  John  Wimberly; 
JOHN  POWELL,  as  mentioned,  gave  half  the  250  acres  that  he  was 
deeded  in  1723  by  Daniel  Smith  to  John  Wimberly  and  his  wife,  indi¬ 
cating  her  as  a  daughter  and  in  accordance  with  his  custom  of  endors¬ 
ing  land  to  his  children.  John  Wimberly  moved  to  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C., 
where  he  died  in  1749.  His  will,  dated  Sept.  2,  1742  and  probated  at 
the  Nov.  Court,  1749,  mentions  sons  Ezekiel,  Benjamin,  John,  Levy, 
and  Moses  Wimberly;  wife  Elizabeth;  and  appoints  his  brother, 
Thomas  Wimberly,  and  brother-in-law  John  Smith  his  executors 
(Grimes  “Abstracts”,  p.  417).  Ezekiel  Wimberly,  eldest  son  of  John 
and  Elizabeth,  lived  in  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C.,  where  he  received  a  deed  of 
land  in  1768  from  CADER  POWELL,  eldest  son  of  GEORGE 
POWELL  NO.  28  (D.  B.  “L”,  p.  172),  and  in  1790  was  deeded  a  negro 
by  JOHN  POWELL  of  Gates  Co.,  son  of  LEMUEL  POWELL  No.  26 
(Bertie  D.  B.  “P”,  p.  186). 

34.  FRANCIS  POWELL  of  Nansemond  Co.,  Va.  may  have  been  a 
son  of  JOHN  POWELL  NO.  6,  probably  the  youngest  son,  b.  1710-15, 
though  this  is  by  no  means  sure.  In  1704  JOHN  POWELL  owned  124 
acres  more  land  than  his  land-grants  accounted  for,  and  FRANCIS 
POWELL  may  have  inherited  this  land.  Chamberlayne’s  “Vestry 
Book  of  the  Upper  Parish  of  Nansemond  Co.,  Va.,  1743-93”,  shows 
FRANCIS  POWELL  as  the  only  POWELL  land-owner  from  1747  to 
1772  (he  is  mentioned  a  number  of  times,  the  first  reference  being  on 
page  35,  the  last  on  page  213).  JOHN  POWELL  is  mentioned  in  1772, 
his  land  adjoining  the  Raby  family  being  processioned  in  that  year  (p. 
212).  However,  this  JOHN  POWELL  was  probably  the  only  son  and 
heir  of  LEMUEL  POWELL  No.  26,  as  LEMUEL  left  JOHN  “100 
acres  of  wood  land  in  Virginia  near  the  plantation  where  Mary  Raby 
lives”  (probably  the  100  acres  that  was  granted  JOHN  POWELL  No. 
6  in  1719).  FRANCIS  POWELL,  Sr.  and  FRANCIS  POWELL,  Jr. 
are  both  shown  in  Nansemond  Co.  in  the  Virginia  Census  of  1784 
(p.  73).  The  land-taxes  show  FRANCIS  Sr.  as  a  land-owner  as  late 
as  1789.  After  that,  only  FRANCIS  POWELL  (probably  the  younger 
man)  is  shown  through  1799,  so  that  Francis,  Sr.  probably  died  about 
1789.  The  loss  of  the  records  of  Nansemond  Co.  makes  it  impossible 
to  draw  any  definite  conclusions  other  than  the  above  about  Francis 
POWELL.  WILLIAM  POWELL  in  1784  is  shown  in  the  same  district 
as  FRANCIS,  Sr.  and  FRANCIS,  Jr.  In  another  district,  the  names 
JOHN  POWELL,  EZEKIEL  POWELL,  and  SARAH  POWELL  ap¬ 
pear  (p.  74).  The  Nansemond  Co.  land-taxes  from  1782  through  1799 
show  as  land-owners:  BENJAMIN  POWELL,  WILLIAM  POWELL, 
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FRANCIS  POWELL,  Sr.,  FRANCIS  POWELL,  Jr.,  JOHN  POWELL 
(later  ANN  POWELL,  probably  his  widow),  and  JOHN  POWELL,  Sr. 
Some  of  these  POWELLs  (particularly  BENJAMIN  and  WILLIAM) 
seem  to  have  belonged  to  the  ISLE  OF  WRIGHT  POWELL  FAMILY. 
The  others  may  have  been  descendants  of  FRANCIS  POWELL,  and 
possibly  of  JOHN  POWELL  NO.  6  On  April  15,  1756  Richard  Bro¬ 
thers  was  granted  246  acres  in  Nansemond  Co.,  Va.  adjacent  to  FRAN- 
cis  POWELL  (Va.  Patent  Bk.  33,  p.  336).  JOHN  POWELL  No.  6 
was  granted  157  acres  of  land  on  Mossy  Swamp  adjoining  John  Bro¬ 
thers  Oct.  26,  1699  (Pat.  Bk.  9,  p.  230).  The  name  Brothers  appear¬ 
ing  in  both  these  grants  may  be  significant  for  the  view  that  FRANCIS 
POWELL  was  a  son  of  JOHN  POWELL  No.  6. 

THIRD  GENERATION— SONS  OF  JOHN  POWELL  NO.  6 
26.  LEMUEL  POWELL  (JOHN,  RICHARD)  b.  ca.  1690  in  Norfolk 
Co.,  V^a.,  d.  1761  in  Perquimans  Co.,  N.  C.,  m.  (i)  SARAH 

;m.  (2)  JUDITH  .  Hathaway,  Vol.  i,  p.  237  shows 

a  marriage  bond  in  Chowan  Co.,  N.  C.  Sept.  30,  1748  between  Adam 
Raby  and  Judith  Benton,  signed  by  LEMUEL  POWELL.  Adam 
Raby  and  LEMUEL  POWELL  were  neighbors,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  POWELL’S  second  wife  was  named  JUDITH,  one  wonders 
whether  perhaps  the  names  of  the  bridegroom  and  his  security  have 
not  been  interchanged  in  the  above  record. 

We  have  mentioned  that  LEMUEL  POWELL,  son  of  JOHN 
POWELL,  was  mentioned  in  the  Norfolk  Co.  wills  of  JOHN’S  brother, 
WILLIAM,  in  1701,  and  in  THOMAS  BOWLES’  will  in  1719.  A 
Nansemond  Co.,  Va.  gr^nt  in  1711  shows  that  a  LEMUEL  POWELL 
owned  land  there  at  that  timt.  '^'’tent  Bk.  10,  p.  8),  but  as  LEMUEL 
No.  26  was  only  20  or  21  years  old  at  the  time,  it  looks  as  though  this 
land  may  have  belonged  to  LEMUEL’S  half-uncle,  LEMUEL  POW¬ 
ELL  No.  9.  Norfolk  Co.  D.  B.  ii,  p.  48  shows  that  on  April  14,  1731 
LEMUEL  POWELL  and  SARAH  his  wife  of  the  Western  Branch  of 
Elizabeth  River  sold  to  John  Cherry  of  the  Southern  Branch  the  100 
acres  of  land  “that  THOMAS  BOWLES,  deed,  gave  to  me”.  From  this 
deed  we  may  conclude  that  LEMUEL  POWELL  lived  in  his  early  mar¬ 
ried  life  in  Norfolk  Co.,  Va.  He  probably  moved  to  Perquimans  Co., 
N.  C.  soon  after  1731  to  live  with  his  father,  JOHN  POWELL  No.  6, 
though  his  first  appeaance  in  the  North  Carolina  records  was  in  1742, 
as  a  witness  to  the  deed  of  CADER  POWELL  (son  of  GEORGE  No.

LEMUEL  is 
not  shown  as  head  of  a  household  in  Perquimans  Co.  in  either  1740  or 
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1746,  JOHN  POWELL  alone  being  mentioned  in  these  years,  which 
indicates  that  he  and  his  family  were  living  with  his  father.

(This  seems  to  have  been  a  part  of  the  636  acres  at  Orapeake  deeded  to 
John  Powell  No.  6  in  1743,  showing  that  John  No.  6  was  dead  in  1750.)

wife’s  decease,  100  acres  of  woodland  In  Virginia  near  the  plantation 
where  Mary  Raby  lives,  7  negroes,  as  well  as  the  3  negroes  left  to  the 
wife  after  her  decease;  a  feather  bed  and  furniture  to  daughters 
EASTER  and  MARY;  wife  JUDITH  and  son  JOHN  residuary  lega¬ 
tees  and  executors;  test,  Richard  Brothers,  Daniel  Hales,  DANIEL 
POWELL  (his  first  cousin,  son  of  ROBERT  POWELL  No.  29),  and 
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Luke  Sumner.  (Note  that  Richard  Brothers,  who  was  granted  land  in 
Nansemond  Co.,  Va.  in  1756  adjoining  FRANCIS  POWELL  No.  34 
was  a  witness  to  this  will.)

ROBERT  POWELL’S  wife,  SARAH, 
may  have  been  the  daughter  of  THOMAS  JOHNSTON  of  Onslow  Co.,  whose 
will,  dated  Aug.  13,  1751  and  probated  at  the  September  Court,  1752,  mentions 
sens  Benjamin,  Thomas  and  John;  daughters  SARAH  POWELL  and  Ann  Whit¬ 
field;  granddaughters  Mary,  Ann,  and  Priscilla  Keel;  and  wife  Ann  (Grimes,  p. 

189). 

4Q.  ABRAHAM  POWELL  was  granted  land  in  Johnston  Co.,  N.  C.  in  1748 
and  1751,  but  is  otherwise  unknown  except  for  deeds  in  Johnston  Co.  by  his  sons 
JOHN  and  JESSE  and  their  descendants.  The  only  reason  to  assume  the  possi- 
\  hility  that  ABRAHAM  POWELL  was  a  son  of  JOHN  POWELL  No.  27  is  that 
the  lattePs  son,  ISAAC  POWELL,  settled  in  Johnston  Co.  also,  and  that  ISAAC 
POWELL* s  descendants  seem  to  have  been  associated  somewhat  with  ABRA- 
i  HAM*S.  The  following  Johnston  Co.  records  refer  to  this  family:

From  the  above  records,  it  appears  that  ABRAHAM  POWELL  had  two  sons: 
(i)  JOHN  POWELL  of  Bladen  Co.,  m.  ELIZABETH  and  had  children,  ISAAC, 
BARNABAS,  CHLOE  AVERY  and  CHARITY  WILLIAMSON;  and  (2) 
JESSE  POWELL  m.  LYDIA  and  d.  1777  in  Johnston  Co.,  leaving  sons  JERE¬ 
MIAH  and  NATHAN  POWELL. 

The  notes  show  that  JESSE  POWELL  was  deeded  land  in  1746  in  Johnston 
Co.  If  so,  he  was  born  at  least  as  early  as  1725.  If  ABRAHAM  POWELL  was 
nis  father,  then  ABRAHAM  must  have  been  born  about  1700.  I  am  coming  more 
and  more  to  feel  that  the  ABRAHAM  group,  including  JOHN  and  his  son  ABSA¬ 
LOM  of  Bladen  Co. — ABSALOM  was  b.  1752 — were  not  our  Powells.  It  seems 
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t  ertain,  at  least,  that  ABRAHAM  could  not  have  been  a  son  of  JOHN  POWELL 
No.  27,  if  he  was  father  of  JOHN  and  JESSE — and  it  certainly  looks  as  though 
he  was  their  father,  since  they  deeded  land  that  had  belonged  to  ABRAHAM. 

28.  GEORGE  POWELL  (JOHN,  RICHARD),  b.  ca.  1694  in  Norfolk  Co.,  Va., 
,  d.  1736  in  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C.,  m.  ANN,  who  predeceased  him.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  ANN  POWELL  named  her  first  and  third  sons  CADER  and  LEWIS  it 
seems  probable  that  she  was  a  daughter  of  Lewis  Conner  of  Norfolk  Co.,  Va.,  who 
:  died  in  i6g8  and  whose  first  and  second  sons  were  named  Cader  and  Lewis.  The 
conjunction  of  the  two  names  seems  to  be  found  only  in  the  family  of  GEORGE 
POWELL  and  that  of  LEWIS  CONNER,  and  the  view  that  ANN  POWELL 
>  was  ANN  CONNER  is  supported  by  the  following  considerations: 

(1)  WILLIAM  CRAWFORD  of  Bertie  Co.,  closely  associated  with  GEORGE 
and  ANN  POWELL  as  shown  in  the  deeds  to  be  cited  later,  was  either  the  father 

I  or  the  uncle  of  WILLIAM  CRAWFORD  of  Norfolk  Co.,  Va.,  whose  sister 
ABIGAIL  married  CADER  CONNER,  son  of  LEWIS  CONNER,  SR. 

(2)  LEWIS  CONNER,  JR.  was  granted  90  acres  of  land  in  Nansemond  Co.,  Va. 
^  on  Loosing  Swamp  (near  JOHN  POWELL  No.  6)  (Hathaway,  I,  p.  448). 

(3)  JOHN  and  JAMES  CONNER,  sons  of  LEWIS  CONNER,  Sr.,  both  moved 
to  Chowan  Co.,  N.  C.  in  the  vicinity  of  GEORGE  POWELL. 

(4)  LEWIS  CONNER,  H,  had  a  son  named  DEMPSEY  CONNER,  who  moved 
I  tc  Pasquotank  Co.,  N.  C.  CADER  POWELL,  son  of  GEORGE  POWELL,  also 

had  a  son  named  DEMPSEY  POWELL,  who  may  have  been  named  for  DEMP¬ 
SEY  CONNER. 

I  (5)  WILLIAM  CONNER,  son  of  CADER  CONNER,  moved  to  Bertie  Co., 
i  N.  C.  and  was  deeded  land  there  in  1786  by  WILLIS  POWELL,  son  of  CADER 
POWELL  and  grandson  of  GEORGE  and  ANN  POWELL  (Bertie  D.  B.  ‘‘C”, 

p.  6). 

LEWIS  CONNER^S  wife  was  ELIZABETH  DAINES,  who  was  apparently 
the  daughter  of  SIR  WILLIAM  DAINES  of  BRISTOL,  ENGLAND,  and 
granddaughter  of  WILLIAM  DAINES,  SR.  of  NORFOLK  CO.,  VA.  She 
married  (2)  ANTHONY  LAWSON  of  PRINCESS  ANNE  CO.,  and  died  in 
i'/42,  aged  about  80  or  more.  The  following  records  show  the  DAINES-CONNER 
FAMILY  in  NORFOLK  CO.:

POWELL  OF  ELIZABETH  CITY  GO. 

THE  NORFOLK  CO.,  VA.  POWELLS  (RICHARD  No.  i,  JOHN  No.  2  and 
WILLIAM  No.  3)  may  possibly  have  been  sons  of  COL.  JOHN  POWELL  of 
ELIZABETH  CITY  CO.  and  grandsons  of  JOHN  POWELL,  the  original  settler 
of  the  county.  Elizabeth  City  is  just  across  the  James  River  and  Hampton  Roads 
liom  Norfolk  Co.,  and  many  Elizabeth  City  people  (including  JOHN  BOWLES, 
ancestor  of  HESTER,  wife  of  JOHN  POWELL  No.  6)  moved  across  to  Norfolk 
Co.  The  fact  that  Norfolk  Co.  records  show  no  reference  to  the  name  of  Powell 
1  efore  1663/4,  when  RICHARD  POWELL’S  land-grant  is  mentioned,  perhaps 
indicates  that  RICHARD  was  a  new  comer  to  the  county,  and  he  may  have 
vome  from  Elizabeth  City,  where  POWELLS  had  resided  since  1623.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  the  Elizabeth  City  records  prior  to  1684  have  all  been  destroyed,  and  they 
are  extremely  fragmentary  until  1715,  so  that  the  matter  can  not  be  determined 
accurately.

It  is  possible  that  THOMAS  POWELL  and  RICHARD  POWELL  of  the  1702 
ueed  in  NORFOLK  CO.  were  sons  of  this  THOMAS  POWELL  of  ELIZABETH 
CITY  CO.,  who  deeded  land  about  1685/6  that  had  probably  been  inherited  from 
COL.  JOHN  POWELL.  THOMAS  POWELL  of  the  1702  deed  does  not  appear 
m  the  Norfolk  Co.  records  after  1714,  and  it  seems  rather  probable  that  he 
moved  back  to  Elizabeth  City  Co.,  and  that  he  and  his  son  JOHN  (mentioned  in 
the  will  of  William  Kelley)  are  referred  to  in  the  following  later  records  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  City  Co.  (Chapman  “Wills  and  Administrations  of  Elizabeth  City  Co.”)

284).  Princess  Anne  Co.  was  formed  from  Norfolk  Co.  In  the  1690’s,  and  MARK 
POWELL’s  first  wife  was  a  Norfolk  Co.  woman.  This  Is  shown  by  a  deed  (Nor¬ 
folk  Co.  D.  B.  8,  p.  163),  dated  May  15,  1710,  from  MARKE  POWELL  and 
SARAH  his  wife  of  Princess  Anne  Co.  to  Francis  Thelabell  of  Norfolk  Co.  for 
land  In  Norfolk  Co.  that  had  been  Inherited  by  Sarah  from  her  father,  Thomas 
Harding,  deed.

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Princess  Anne  D.  B.  3,  p.  106).  MARK  POWELL  died  in  1721,  the  order  for 
lis  appraisement  being  ordered  Nov.  i,  1721  (Princess  ANNE  D.  &  W.  No.  3,  p. 
^26).  The  audit  of  his  estate  in  Aug.,  1725  shows  that  his  second  wife,  ANNE,

The  connection  of  MARK  POWELL  and  (probably)  THOMAS  POWELL  of 
FLIZAPETH  City  Co.  with  Norfolk  Co.  would  indicate  that  probably  the  other 
POWELT  S  of  Norfolk  Co.,  RICHARD  NO.  i,  JOHN  NO.  2,  and  WILLIAM 
NO.  3,  were  also  probably  sons  of  COL.  JOHN  POWELL  of  Elizabeth  City  Co.; 
and  that  perhaps  WILLIAM  POWELL  NO.  4  of  the  Southern  Branch  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  River  was  a  son  of  a  younger  son  of  JOHN  POWELL  (b.  1590)  of  Eliza- 
leth  City  Co.  The  chief  objection  to  this  hypothesis  is  that  Richard  Powell  No.  i 
was  granted  land  in  Norfolk  Co.  Jan.  28,  166^/4,  which  would  normally  indie c^^e 
that  he  was  a  full-grown  man,  born  at  least  as  early  as  1640-42,  and  so  probably 
loo  old  to  have  been  a  son  of  Col.  John  Powell  of  Elizabeth  City,  who  was  horn 
positively  in  1624,  if  we  are  to  trust  the  records  in  HoPen.  HOWEVER,  SINCE 
RICHAPD  POWELL  NO.  5,  SON  OF  RICHARD  NO.  i,  WAS  NOT  BORN 
until  about  1667,  IT  IS  OUITE  POSSIBLE  THAT  RICHARD  NO.  i 
WAS  NOT  BORN  UNTIL  ABOUT  1644/5,  RECEIVED  THE  GRANT  WHEN 
HE  WAS  t8  or  T9  YEARS  OF  AGE.  AND  MARRIED  SUSANNAH  CLE¬ 
MENS  AROUND  1665-6,  WHEN  HE  WAS  21  OR  22  YEARS  OLD.  IF  THE 
ABOVE  IS  THE  CASE  (AND  IT  SEEMS  LIKELY),  WE  CAN  RECON¬ 
STRUCT  THE  EARLIEST  POWELLS  AS  SONS  OF  COL.  JOHN  POWELL 
G624-T684)  OF  ELIZABETH  CITY  CO.  AS  FOLLOWS:

George  28  Powell  and  his  wife  Ann  appear  in  Bertie  Co.  deeds  from  1719  to 
1726  (Chowan  d.  B.  F,  p.  20;  Bertie  D.  B.  “A”,  pp.  22,  30-32,  and  “B’’,  pp.  79  and 
174)*  He  was  probably  from  Nansemond  Co.,  Va.,  the  son  of  John  Powell  who 
was  from  Norfolk  Co.  Va.  George  Powell  died  in  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C.  in  1736,  his 
will,  dated  March  24,  1735/6  and  probated  at  the  May  Court,  1736,  leaving  all 
bis  property  to  his  four  sons,  Cader,  Lewis,  George  and  Moses  Powell  (Grimes 
^'Abstracts’’,  p.  298). 

Moses  S3  Powell  was  probably  the  youngest  son  of  George  28,  born  about  1725- 
30.  He  married  prior  to  1757  Mary,  daughter  of  Anthony  Williams  of  Duplin  Co., 
N.  C.  The  Williams  family  was,  also,  from  Nansemond  Co.,  Va.,  where  Lewis  i 
Williams,  Mary's  great-grandfather,  was  granted  land  in  1682  (Va.  Pat.  Bk.  7, 
p.  170)  North  Carolina  records  show  that  Lewis  Williams  was  granted  land  in 
Chowan  Co.,  N.  C.  in  1697;  that  he  had  trouble  with  the  Meherrin  Indians  in 
.707;  that  he  was  a  vestryman  of  the  Southwestern  Parish  of  Chowan  Co.;  that 
he  had  a  son^  William  Williams,  who  was  living  in  Isle  of  Wight  Co.,  Va.  in  1706, 
and  a  daughter  Elizabeth  who  married  James  Rutland  (Hathaway,  I,  pp.  85,  89, 
92,  93,  94,  99,  102,  290  and  304;  II,  pp.  208  and  643).  He  died  in  Chowan  Co., 
N.  C.  in  1717,  his  will,  dated  Oct.  i,  1716  and  probated  April  16,  1717,  mentioning 
his  son  Anthony  and  the  latter’s  wife  Martha;  grandsons  Anthony  and  Lewis 
Williams  John  and  Lewis  Jones,  Charles  Saw  ell,  John  and  Joshua  Pritchett,  and 
John  Williams  (son  of  William) ;  wife  Mary;  and  daughter  Priscilla  West  (Grimes, 
p.  41 1 ;  Hathaway,  I,  502).  Anthony  2  Williams,  son  of  Lewis  i,  married 
Martha  Bush,  daughter  of  William  and  Martha  Bush  of  Chowan  Co.,  and  died 
in  Chowan  in  1718.  William  Bush  was  originally  from  Isle  of  Wight  County,  Va., 
where  he  was  granted  land  in  1682,  which  he  sold  early  in  1683  and  moved  to 
North  Carolina  (I.  of  W.  D.  &  W.,  1662-1715,  p.  506;  D.  B.  i,  p.  39).  The  will 
v;f  William  Bush,  Sr.,  dated  April  5,  1716  and  probated  in  Chowan  Co.  at  the  Oct.

>789,  all  his  property,  which  is  to  go  to  them  at  the  death  of  Moses,  Sr.  (I,  266). 
>  Cader  Powell  and  Charity  Harvey  witnessed  this  deed.  (3)  The  will  of  Benjamin 
:  Powell  dated  Dec.  9,  1823  and  probated  Jan.  5,  1824,  leaves  most  of  his  estate  to 
:  his  wife  Mary  Powell,  but  leaves  bequests  to  his  brothers,  Lewis  and  Moses 
Powell,  and  $i  each  to  the  heirs  of  his  deceased  brother,  Cader  Powell,  and  his 
deceased  sisters,  Penelope  Lamar  and  Charity  Harvey  (H,  147).  Benjamin 
Poweir^  wife  was  named  Mary  Lybas,  as  her  will,  dated  July  <?o,  1823,  and 
probated  Sept.  5,  1825,  leaver  her  propertv  to  her  brother  Charles  Lybas  (H,  148). 

Moses  Powell.  Sr.,  probably  died  in  Wilkes  Co.,  Ga.,  between  17Q1  and  1800. 
The  deed  of  gift  in  1789  to  his  two  younger  sons  would  indicate  that  his  wife 
Mary  was  dead  at  the  time.  There  is  a  bare  pos<^ibdIty  that  she  mav  have  sur- 
I  vived  him  as  a  Marv  PowpU’s  will  was  probated  in  Wilkes  Co.  Dec.  2,  18 t6,  though 
the  will  has  been  lost  (Davidson,  I,  2t6).  It  is  more  probable,  however,  that 
this  Mary  Powell  who  died  in  1816  was  the  widow  of  the  son,  Cader  Powell. 
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Of  the  other  children  of  Moses  and  Mary  {Williams)  Powell,  besides  Benjamin 
above,  we  have  the  following  information,  (i)  Cader  Powell,  the  eldest  son,  was  ( 
lorn  about  1750-51,  as  he  is  mentioned  in  his  grandfather  Williams’  will;  was  | 
married  prior  to  1773  when  he  moved  to  Georgia  with  his  father,  and  died  prior 
CO  1823.  His  wife  was  perhaps  the  Mary  Powell  who  died  in  1816.  There  is  no 
further  information  regarding  the  children  of  Cader  Powell,  but  it  is  not  im¬ 
probable  that  Nelson  Powell  and  his  brother  Benjamin  Powell  of  Wilkes  Co.,  Ga.,  j 
were  his  sons.  See  Cader  Powell  record  which  follows  later.  Nelson  Powell  J 
married  Dec.  19,  1816  in  Wilkes  Co.,  Ga.,  Nancy  Marshall  Williams  Anderson  j 
(b,  Nov  12,  1791),  widow  of  John  R.  Anderson,  who  became  the  third  wife  of  ; 
Jones  Kendrick  (b.  1778)  after  Nelson  Powell’s  death;  and  their  daughter,  Sarah  j 
Ann  Cornelia  Powell  married  John  B.  Kendrick,  son  of  Jones  by  his  first  marriage  | 
(see  Kendrick  Family).  The  sons  of  John  R.  Anderson  are  shown  to  have  been  1 
i.amed  John  and  Edward  Anderson,  in  accounts  handed  in  by  Nelson  Powell  from  ' 
i8i6  to  1818.  In  1822  and  1823  Nelson  Powell  administered  on  the  estate  of  i 
Lewis  McLendon  in  Wilkes  Co.,  and  paid  certain  amounts  from  the  estate  to  | 
himself,  to  Benjamin  Powell  and  to  Mary  Powell.  He  died  in  Wilkes  Co.,  Ga., 
in  1825,  his  will  dated  Feb.  22,  1825  and  probated  Mar.  15,  1825,  mentioning  his 
wife  Nancy;  children  Sarah  Ann,  Willis  and  Tabitha  Powell;  and  appoints  among 
his  executors  his  brother,  Benjamin  Powell,  and  his  brother-in-law ,  Jessie  Williams 
'  Davidson,  II,  147).  Nelson  PoweWs  brother,  Benjamin  Powell,  married  Mary 
Burdett  Sept.  7,  1824  in  Wilkes  Co.  (2)  Penelope  Powell,  daughter  of  Moses  2 
Powell,  was  married  prior  to  1773  to  a  Lamar,  as  the  1773  record  shows  only 
cne  unmarried  daughter  to  Moses  Powell’s  family.  This  was  certainly  Charity 
Powell  Harvey,  who  did  not  marry  Evan  Harvey  until  Mar.  3,  1774  in  Wilkes 
Co.  Ga.  Penelope  Powell  was  probably  the  second  child,  b.  ca.  1753-4,  j 

husband  was  probably  William  Lamar,  who  made  a  deed  in  Greene  Co.  in  1789  * 
which  was  witnessed  by  Evan  Harvey,  husband  of  her  sister  Charity.  (3)  Charity 
Powell  was  the  unmarried  daughter  in  the  family  of  Moses  Powell  when  he  came 
to  Georgia  in  1773,  being  probably  the  child  17  years  old,  so  born  in  1756.  She  , 
married  Evan  Harvey  March  3,  1774  and  she  died  Jan.  8,  1798  Hancock  Co.  Ga. 
(4)  Lewis  Powell  was  probably  the  fourth  child  of  Moses  Powell,  born  about 
1758-60  as  he  certainly  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  was  still  living  in  ' 
1823  when  his  brother  Benjamin’s  will  was  written.  (5)  Moses  Powell,  Jr.,  was 
probablv  the  fifth  son,  and  probably  identical  with  the  Moses  Powell  who  was  a 
private  in  Capt.  John  Hill’s  Co.,  Elijah  Clarke’s  Regt.,  at  Fort  Martin  May  i  to  ' 
Aug.  3,  1782  (Card  Index  File  of  Rev.  Soldiers,  Ga.  Dept  of  Archives,  Atlanta). 
Poth  he  and  his  father  seem  to  have  served  in  the  Revolution,  and  if  this  is  the 
case,  he  was  probably  born  about  1762-3.  He  and  his  wife  Sally  Maddux,  along 
with  his  brother  Cader  Powell,  were  members  of  Williams  Creek  Baptist  Church 
in  Warren  Co.,  Ga.,  prior  to  1791  (D.  A.  R.  Hist,  of  Warren  Co.,  I,  p.  258).  Moses  | 
Powell,  Jr.,  finally  moved  to  Jasper  Co.,  Ga.  where  he  died  in  1821.  His  will  dated  ' 
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Aug.  23,  1821,  mentions  his  wife,  Sarah;  sons  George  124,  William  126,  Evan  12^ 
and  JJJ  Benjamin  (the  last  named  a  minor) ;  daughters  Nancy  I2y,  128,  Catherine 
Maddox,  Martha  M archman  i2g.  Charity  McAIichael  i^S,  Sarah  Goolsby  1^2  and 
Jjo  Civility  Marks;  grandson  Moses,  son  of  William  Powell,  and  granddaughter 
Almirah  McMichael.  (6)  Benjamin  Powell,  who  died  without  issue  in  1824  in 
Wilkes  Co.,  was  probably  the  youngest  son,  age  7  in  1773,  so  born  1765-6. 

See  Moses  Powell,  Jr.  Family  descendants  to  follow  later.

Evan  Harvey,  son  of  Thomas  Harvey,  was  born  in  Virginia  about  1751-52.  He 
,  was  probably  the  second  son,  as  he  was  married  to  his  first  wife.  Charity  Powell, 
78  daughter  of  Moses  5j  and  Mary  {Williams)  Powell,  in  St.  Paul’s  Parish,  Ga., 
March  3,  1774.  The  above  date,  along  with  dates  of  birth  of  children,  etc., 
shown  later,  are  from  Evan  Harvey’s  Family  Bible.  Charity  {Powell)  Harvey 
was  born  about  1756,  and  died  Jan.  8,  1798.  Evan  Harvey  married  (2)  in 
Hancock  Co.,  Ga.,  Dec.  10,  1799,  Ursula  Jackson,  known  as  “Tersh”,  said  to  have 
been  a  niece  of  Andrew  Jackson.  She  was  born  Jan.  ii,  1772  and  died  in  Jasper 
^  Co.,  Ga.  after  1850  (see  Census  of  1850,  family  of  her  youngest  son,  Evan  Har- 
I  vey  served  in  the  Revolution  in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia  under  Gen.  Elijah 
[  Clarke  with  the  other  members  of  his  family.  He  was  paid  for  militia  service 
‘  m  South  Carolina  June  23,  1785  (Salley,  Vol.  3,  p.  260)  and  received  land  grants 
in  Georgia  for  services  in  that  State  (Candler  “Rev.  Rec.  of  Ga.”,  II,  677;  Smith 
(  “Story  of  Ga.  and  Ga.  People”,  p.  618;  Knight  “Ga.  Roster  of  Rev.”,  pp.  216, 
‘  326,  and  383).  Evan  Harvey  was  living  in  Wilkes  Co.,  Ga.  in  1785,  in  Green  Co. 
i  in  1792,  in  Hancock  in  1802,  in  Baldwin  in  1807,  and  in  Putnam  Co.  finally,  his 
iand  falling  into  these  various  counties  as  they  were  organized.  He  died  in  Put- 
:  nam  Co.,  Ga.  in  1814,  his  will,  dated  Oct.  4,  1812  and  probated  Dec.  12,  1814, 
mentioning  his  wife  “Tersh”,  and  all  the  following  children  except  Sarah  (who 
probably  died  young)  and  Evan  (who  was  born  after  the  will  was  written).

i.  Meredith  Kendrick  was  born  in  1790  (Census)  in  Wilkes  or  Washington 
Co.,  Ga.  and  died  after  1850  in  Putnam  Co.,  Ga.  He  married  (i)  Sept. 
5,  1814  in  Putnam  Co.  Charity  Harvey  (b.  1797),  daughter  of  Evan  and 
Charity  {Powell)  Harvey  of  Putnam  Co.  After  her  death  he  married  (2) 
Sept.  28,  1833  Mariah  Stevens  (b.  1811-Census),  who  was  still  living  in 
1850.  Deeds  in  Putnam  Co.  show  that  Meredith  Kendrick  was  closely  as¬ 
sociated  with  Harvey  Kendrick  (son  of  Benjamin  4  Kendrick),  Jones 
Kendrick  (son  of  Martin  4),  and  the  descendants  of  James  Kendrick.  He 
was  a  wealthy  man  and  left  to  each  of  his  two  daughters  by  his  first  mar¬ 
riage  over  TOGO  acres  of  land  and  an  ample  home,  one  of  which  is  still  in 
possession  of  a  great-great-grandson.  These  daughters  were: 
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1.  Civility  Kendrick,  b.  1814,  m.  Allen  Lawrence  in  1838  in  Putnam  Co., 
Ga.  The  family  is  shown  in  1850  next  to  Meredith  Kendrick  in  the 
Census  as  follows:  Allen  Lawrence,  Jr.,  b.  1814  in  Ga.,  C.  C.  Lawrence 
(female)  b.  1814  in  Ga.,  William  Lawrence  b.  1838,  four  daughters,  C. 
Lawrence  b.  1840,  S.  Lawrence  b.  1842,  M.  Lawrence  b.  1844,  and  A. 
Lawrence  b.  1846,  and  a  son  M.  K.  Lawrence  b.  1850  (4  mos.  old). 
The  Census  shows  Civility  (Kendrick)  Lawrence’s  middle  initial  as  “C” 
which  indicates  that  she  was  named  for  Civility  (Harvey)  Coates,  her 
mother’s  sister.  Mr.  A.  J.  Rosey  gave  the  names  of  the  children  of  Allen 
and  Civility  (Kendrick)  Lawrence  to  Miss  Lillie  Odum,  Route  4,  Eaton- 
ton,  Ga.,  as  follows:  Maria  Lawrence  m.  William  T.  Stewart;  Charity 
Lawrence  m.  David  Lawrence,  Sarah  Lawrence  m.  James  L.  Stewart; 
Molly  Lawrence  m.  Dave  Dawson;  Addie  Lawrence  d.  s.  p.;  Meredith 
Kendrick  Lawrence  m.  (i)  Annie  Lawrence  dr.  of  Charlies  Lawrence 
and  (2)  “Gyp”  Wiggins;  and  Lula  Lawrence,  never  married.  These 
names  correspond  pretty  well  to  those  given  in  the  1850  Census,  except 
that  the  son  William  was  not  mentioned  by  Mr.  Rosey  and  probably 
died  young;  and  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  “M.  Lawrence” 
who  was  born  in  1844  was  Maria  or  Molly. 

2.  Sarah  Kendrick  (Sally)  was  born  in  1818  (Census)  and  married  Sept. 
16,  1833  Putnam  Co.  James  Lawrence.  The  following  list  of  names 
of  the  children  of  James  and  Sarah  (Kendrick)  Lawrence  were  given  by 
Mr.  Rosey  to  Miss  Odum,  the  dates  being  taken  from  the  Census:

William  Clark,  son  of  John  and  Judith  (Mallett)  Clark,  was  born  in  Lunenburg 
Co.,  Va.  in  1763  and  died  in  Putnam  Co.,  Ga.  Jan.  16,  1831.  On  Oct.  23,  1792  he 
married  (probably  in  Green  Co.,  Ga.,  where  her  father  was  living  at  the  time) 
Mary  Harvey,  daughter  of  Evan  Harvey  and  his  wife  Charity  Powell,  and  niece  of 
James  Harvey  who  married  his  sister,  Sarah  Clark.  She  was  born  Sept.  22,  1776, 
probably  in  Edgefield  Co.,  S.  C.,  and  died  Nov.  8,  1830  in  Putnam  Co.,  Ga., 
William  Clark  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution  under  Gen.  Elijah  Clarke  and  on 
Oct.  I,  1784,  was  granted  land  In  Washington  Co.,  Ga.  for  his  services  (see  also. 
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Smith  “Story  of  Ga.  and  the  Ga.  People”,  p.  614,  where  William  Clark  is  cited  as 
a  soldier).  This  land  fell  into  Greene  Co.  on  the  organization  of  that  county  and 
William  Clark  lived  there  for  a  number  of  years,  but  later  moved  to  Putnam  Co., 
Ga.  and  as  one  of  the  first  settlers  there.  William  and  Mary  Clark  were  faithful 
members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  built  a  large  and  commodious  home  in  the 
Kinderhook  Neighborhood  in  Putnam  Co.,  where  their  youngest  son,  Benjamin 
W.  Clark,  later  lived.  I  saw  the  house  in  my  youth,  but  it  has  since  been  burned. 
Further  details  regarding  William  and  Mary  Clark  and  their  family  will  be 
found  in  the  biography  of  their  son.  Rev.  John  H.  Clarke,  in  “Georgia  Baptists, 
Historical  and  Biographical”  by  J.  H.  Campbell  (p.  492  ff),  but  will  be  omitted 
here  through  lack  of  space.  The  children  of  William  and  Mary  Clark  were  the 
following  (dates  of  birth,  etc.  being  taken  from  their  Family  Bible,  which  is  now 
in  my  possession) :

Kendrick  (see  Kendrick  Family).  He  joined  Enon  Baptist  Church  in  I 
Putnam  Co.  about  1828,  and  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of  Ramoth 
Baptist  Church  along  with  his  wife  on  the  organization  of  that  church  in 
1836.  He  served  for  several  years  as  a  deacon  at  Ramoth,  but  was  finally  | 
ordained  to  the  Baptist  ministry  there  Nov.  13,  1847.  He  was  a  pastor  ■ 
for  several  years  in  Putnam,  Jones  and  Baldwin  Cos.,  but  moved  to  Hous¬ 
ton  Co.,  Ga.  in  1854,  and  later  served  churches  in  that  county,  Macon,  ^

Reserved  Nov.  8,  1773,  by  order  of  C.  Bostwick 
and  Col.  Barnard.  State  of  Ga.,  Wilkes  Co. — To  the  Honourable  the  president 
and  the  members  of  council  now  sitting  in  Augusta  for  the  purpose  of  granting 
land  in  the  two  new  counties  of  Franklin  and  Washington.

LEWIS  WILLIAMS  AND  DESCENDANTS 

This  Section,  on  Bush  and  Williams  was  also  compiled  by  Dr.  Ben  C.  Holtzclaw  ’ 
First  Generation. 

LEWIS  WILLIAMS  of  NANSEMOND  CO.,  VA.  and  CHOWAN  CO.,  N.  C.  ; 
was  probably  the  immigrant  to  this  country.  He  may  have  made  several  trips  to 
and  from  England  to  Virginia,  as  land  was  claimed  for  his  transportation  by  three 
different  individuals  in  1679  and  1680,  all  for  land  in  ISLE  OF  WIGHT  CO., 


VA.  (Va.  Patent  Bk.  7,  pp.  14,  16,  and  20).  He  had  been  settled  in  Nansemond 
Co.  several  years  before  the  above  date,  however,  as  in  1677  he  signed  the  so-called 
“Second  Grievances  of  Nansemond  Co.”  along  with  more  than  100  other  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  county,  asking  redress  for  the  grievances  out  of  which  grew  Bacon’s 
Rebellion.  He  was  probably  born  about  1645-50,  and  died  in  Chowan  Co.,  N.  C. 
in  1717.  His  wife  was  named  MARY,  and  she  survived  him  until  after  1720. 
LEWIS  WILLIAMS  was  granted  100  acres  in  Nansemond  Co.  adjoining  Richard 
Peirce  April  24,  1682  (Patent  Book  7,  p.  170).  He  claimed  land  for  the  importa¬ 
tion  of  ROWLAND  WILLIAMS,  among  others,  and  ROWLAND  WILLIAMS 
was  probably  a  brother.  This  ROWLAND  WILLAMS  died  in  ISLE  OF 
WIGHT  CO.,  VA.  in  1679,  leaving  a  son  George  Williams,  who  died  in  1744, 
leaving  issue,  and  a  daughter  MARY,  who  was  married  to  CHARLES  BAKER 
by  1689  (Chapman  “I.  of  W.  Wills”,  I,  pp.  26  and  112).  Another  brother  or  kins¬ 
man  may  have  been  JOHN  WILLIAMS,  who  died  in  Isle  of  Wight  Co.  in  1692^ 
leaving  a  large  family;  as  LEWIS  WILLIAMS  in  his  will  left  a  bequest  to  a 
grandson  of  this  JOHN  WILLIAMS,  namely,  JOHN  WILLIAMS  son  of  WIL¬ 
LIAM  WILLIAMS.  LEWIS  WILLIAMS,  owned  land  on  Craney  Creek  in  the 
Upper  Parish  of  Nansemond,  which  he  deeded  to  Aaron  Blanchard,  and  the 
latter  deeded  it  to  John  Parker  in  1707  (Henings  “Statutes”,  4,  p.  528). 

LEWIS  WILLIAM  was  granted  land  in  North  Carolina  as  early  as  1697,  and 
continued  to  live  there  until  his  death  in  Chowan  Co.  in  1717.  He  was  on  the 
rent  roll  of  Chowan  Co.  in  1700  with  650  acres  of  land,  was  a  vestryman  of  the 
Southwest  Parish  of  Chowan  Precinct,  and  was  attacked  by  the  Meherrin  Indians 
in  1707  and  wounded,  though  he  drove  the  Indians  away.  These  facts  are 
shown  by  the  following  records:

The 
will  of  Charles  Sowell  of  Bertie  Precinct,  dated  Nov.  25,  1738  and  probated  at 
the  Feb.  Court,  1739,  mentions  sons  RICHARD,  THOMAS,  LEWIS  and 
CHARLES;  daughters  ELIZABETH,  HANNAH,  MARY  and  SARAH  SOW¬ 
ELL;  wife  and  exx.  MARTHA  (Grimes  ‘‘Abstracts”,  p.  352). 

4.  A  DAUGHTER  who  m.  PATCHETT.  This  was  probably  JOHN  PAT¬ 
CHETT,  who  died  in  Chowan  Co.  in  1711.  His  will,  dated  Mar.  19,  1710/11, 
mentions  wife  ELIZABETH;  son  JOHN  the  land  betwixt  my  father-in-law  and 
Henry  Bonner;  my  three  daughters;  father-in-law  executor  (Hathaway  I,  p.  69.) 
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■  ELIZABETH,  wife  of  JOHN  PATCHETT,  could  not  have  been  the  daughter  of 
LEWIS  WILLIAMS,  however,  for  his  daughter  ELIZABETH  married  JAMES 
r  RUTLAND.  Perhaps  ELIZABETH  was  a  second  wife  of  JOHN  PATCHETT; 
or  else  LEWIS  WILLIAMS’  daughter  married  JOHN  PATCHETT,  JR.,  not 
JOHN  PATCHETT,  SR. 

5.  ELIZABETH  WILLIAMS  m.  JAMES  RUTLAND  prior  to  1708. 

6.  PRISCILLA  WILLIAMS  m.  PETER  WEST.  PETER  WEST  was  a  Justice 
of  Bertie  Co.  in  1742  and  is  called  COL.  PETER  WEST  at  about  the  same  time 
Hathaway,  H,  pp.  199  and  620).  He  died  in  Bertie  Co.  in  1751.  His  will,  dated 
July  31,  1749  and  probated  at  the  May  Court,  1751,  mentions  his  daughter 
SARAH;  daughter  ELIZABETH  COTTEN;  son  PETER,  and  grandson  WIL¬ 
LIAM  WEST. 


SECOND  GENERATION 

ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  (LEWIS)  was  born  about  1675  in  Nansemond  Co., 
^  Va.  and  died  in  1718  in  Chowan  Co.,  N.  C.:  His  wife  was  MARTHA  BUSH, 
daughter  of  WILLIAM  BUSH  OF  CHOWAN  CO.  (SEE  BUSH  FAMILY). 

,  On  July  17,  1713.  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  and  MARTHA  his  wife  deeded  to 
George  Winn  land  which  later  fell  into  Bertie  Co.  (Hathaway  I,  p.  loi);  and  on 
I  July  21,  1713  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  assigned  a  patent  to  Robert  Lanier,  ex¬ 
cept  150  acres  sold  to  John  Beverly  and  150  acres  sold  to  George  Winns  (same, 
p.  102). ANTHONY  WILLIAMS’  WILL,  DATED  DEC.  3,  1717  and  probated  in 
I  Chowan  Co.  at  the  April  Court,  1718,  leaves  his  property  as  follows;  eldest  son 
'  LEWIS  WILLIAMS,  son  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS,  son  JOHN  WILLIAMS 
(land  to  all  three),  daughter  SARAH  WILLIAMS,  son  WILLIAM  WILLIAMS 
(land),  daughter  MARY  WILLIAMS,  wife  MARTHA,  daughter  ELINORE 
WILLIAMS;  wife  MARTHA  and  brother-in-law  JOHN  EARLY,  executors.  The 
eldest  son,  LEWIS  WILLIAMS,  apparently  died  young,  as  the  second  son,  AN¬ 
THONY  WILLIAMS  appears  as  son  and  heir  in  later  deeds  in  Bertie  Co.  All 
the  daughters  were  unmarried  at  the  time  of  ANTHONY  WILLIAM’S  death. 
One  of  them  apparently  married  a  BEVERLY,  as  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  H 
mention  his  ‘‘COUSIN”  ANTHONY  BEVERLY  in  his  will  in  17^2.

6,  1732/3  and  probated  April  3,  1733  leaves  his  property  to  his  brother  ROBERT 
SANDERS;  STEPHEN,  EASTER  and  RICHARD  WILLIAMS,  sons  of  JOHN 
WILLIAMS;  EDWARD  and  STEPHEN  HOWARD,  sons  of  his  uncle,  STE- 
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PHEN  HOWARD;  and  sister  ANN  WILLIAMS  (Grimes  ^‘Abstracts’’,  p.  325). 
JOHN  WILLIAMS  of  New  Hanover  Co.,  in  his  will  dated  July  13,  1760  and 
probated  at  the  April  Court,  1769,  mentions  his  wife  RACHEL,  second  son 
NEHEMIAH,  third  son  STEPHEN,  and  “all  my  children”.  The  eldest  surviv¬ 
ing  son  and  heir  seems  to  have  been  JAMES  WILLIAMS,  who  deeded  land  to 
his  brother,  STEPHEN  in  1771  (New  Hanover  Book  “G”,  p.  198).

THIRD  GENERATION 

ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  (ANTHONY,  LEWIS)  was  born  about  1700  in 
Chowan  Co.,  N.  C.,  and  died  in  Duplin  Co.  in  1752.  His  wife  was  named  MARY, 
but  her  maiden  name  is  uncertain.  It  may  possibly  have  been  WILLIS,  as  AN¬ 
THONY  WILLIAMS  calls  his  eldest  son  STEPHEN  WILLIS  at  the  beginning  of 
his  will.  He  also  states  in  the  will  that  his  father-in-law  is  to  live  on  the  planta¬ 
tion  as  long  as  he  wishes,  which  indicates  that  the  old  gentleman  was  still  living 
in  1751. 

ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  lived  in  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C.  until  after  1735,  as  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  following  deeds  from  Bertie  Co.:

Dec.  29,  1749,  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  of  New  Hanover 
Co.  appoints  his  friend  John  Wynns  of  Bertie  Co.  his  attorney  to  acknowledge  a 
deed  to  John  Baker,  son  and  legatee  of  Henry  Baker,  deed,  for  100  acres,  part  of 
a  patent  for  1170  acres  granted  my  grandfather,  LEWIS  WILLIAMS. 

ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  was  granted  640  acres  in  New  Hanover  Co.  Sept. 
25,  1741  (CSR  4.602);  93  acres  in  Craven  Co.  May  22,  1741  (CSR.  4.595);  200 
acres  in  New  Hanover  Co.  Nov.  20,  1744  (CSR  4.704);  and  200  acres  more  in 
New  Hanover  April  ii,  1749  (CSR  4.9^0).  This  land  fell  into  Duplin  Co.  on  the 
organization  of  that  county.  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  and  his  brother,  JOHN 
WILLIAMS,  were  among  the  men  who  “attended  upon  the  alarm  at  Wilmington” 
Sept.  4,  1748  in  the  Spanish  War  (CSR  22.284L  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  was 
paid  for  3  days  service,  JOHN  for  4  days.  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  was  also 
appointed  as  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  select  a  place  for  the  Court  house  of 
Duplin  Co.  in  1751  (CSR  25.246).  He  died  soon  after  this.  His  will,  dated  July 
3,  1751  and  probated  at  the  April  Court,  1752  In  Duplin  Co.  (N.  C.  Dept,  of 
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Arch,  and  Hist.,  N.  C.  wills  1663-1789,  Vol.  34,  p.  46)  mentions  son,  STEPHEN 
WILLIS;  wife;  brother  JOHN  WILLIAMS;  son  BENJAMIN  •  WILLIAxMS 
(under  19) ;  daughter  MARY  POWELL  wife  of  MOSES  POWELL;  daughter 
PENELLIPY  WILLIAMS;  daughter  PHERIBE  WILLIAMS;  daughter  EAS¬ 
TER  WILLIAMS;  daughter  SIVILITY  WILLIAMS;  grandson  CADER  POW¬ 
ELL;  cousin  ANTHONY  BEVERLY  (under  age);  wife  MARY  WILLIAMS; 
father-in-law  to  have  a  sufficient  maintenance  in  the  family  during  his  pleasure; 
friends  Job  Brooks  and  William  Mairs,  exrs.

Jan.  13,  1760,  STEPHEN  WILLIAMS,  JR.  of 
Onslow  Co.  to  Williams  Barnes  part  of  tract  on  Burncoat  Swamp  granted  to 
ANTHONY  WILLIAMS,  Father  of  STEPHEN,  Sept.  25,  1743,  and  left  to 
STEPHEN  by  his  father  ANTHONY,  300  acres  (see  also,  p.  113). 

STEPHEN  WILLIAMS  is  apparently  identical  with  a  STEPHEN  WILLIAMS 
who  died  in  Onslow  Co.  in  1788.  His  will,  dated  Jan.,  1788  and  probated  at  the 
July  Court,  1788,  mentions  son  STEPHEN;  wife  MARTHA  (probably  the  second 
wife) ;  6  youngest  children,  NAOMY,  SAMUEL,  PATIENCE, 

NATHAN  and  PENINAH;  son  DANIEL;  four  sons,  PAUL,  DANIEL,  HEZE- 
KIAH,  and  HOSEA.

BUSH 

MARTHA,  wife  of  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS  I,  was  the  daughter  of  WILLIAM 
BUSH  and  wife  MARTHA  of  CHOWAN  CO.,  N.  C.  The  following  early 
Bushes  appear  in  Virginia  prior  to  1650: 

(i)  JOHN  BUSH,  Gent.,  of  KICCOUGHTAN,  came  to  VIRGINIA  in  1618 
with  his  wife,  ELIZABETH,  and  two  children,  MARY  and  ELIZABETH  and 
was  granted  300  acres  at  Elizabeth  City  in  1624  (Nugent  “Cavaliers  and  Pion¬ 
eers”,  p.  5).  He  was  living  at  Bass’s  Choice  Feb.  16,  1623/4,  but  was  buried  at 
Elizabeth  City  in  1624,  leaving  only  a  widow  (second  wife)  SUSAN  BUSH,  b. 
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i6o4,  and  apparently  no  other  heirs  (Hotten  ‘‘Emigrants”,  pp.  186-7,  249,  257). 

(2)  THOMAS  BUSH  was  claimed  as  an  importee  in  a  grant  to  Oliver  Sprye  in 
Nansemond  Co.  in  1637  (Nugent,  p.  73),  owned  land  in  that  county  or  Isle  of 
Wight  in  the  same  year  (same,  p.  85),  and  was  granted  100  acres  in  Nansemond 
Co.  in  1638  (p.  92). 

(3)  NICHOLAS  BUSH  was  claimed  as  an  importee  by  Edward  Sanderson  in 
a  large  grant  in  James  City  Co.  in  1639  (Nugent,  p.  112),  and  was  granted  317 
acres  in  James  City  Co.  in  1655,  the  patent  being  renewed  in  1662  (Nugent,  pp. 
306  and  393).  Later  James  City  records  show  that  he  died  about  1670,  leaving 
three  grown  sons.  NICHOLAS,  JR.,  JOSEPH  and  JOHN  BUSH. 

WILLIAM  BUSH,  father  of  MARTHA  WILLIAMS,  first  appears  IN  ISLE 
OF  WIGHT  CO.,  VA.  in  1682,  when  he  was  granted  200  acres  on  Currawaugh 
Swamp,  which  he  and  his  wife  MARTHA  deeded  to  George  Pierce  Aug.  9,  1683 
(Isle  of  Wight  D.  &  W.  No.  i,  1662-1715,  p.  506;  D.  B.  i,  1688-1704,  p.  39).  On 
Jan.  12,  1692/3  Robert  Johnson  and  Katherine  his  wife  of  Isle  of  Wight  Co. 
deeded  to  WILLIAM  BUSH  a  patent  of  2150  acres  (Boddie  “17th  Century  Isle 
of  Wight”,  p.  607) .  Judging  by  the  location  of  his  land,  it  is  not  improbable  that 
WILLIAM  BUSH  was  a  son  of  THOMAS  BUSH  above,  who  was  granted  land 
in  Nansemond  Co.,  very  near  Isle  of  Wight,  in  1638.  WILLIAM  was  probably 
born  about  1655-60.  His  land  fell  into  North  Carolina,  and  he  died  in  Chowan 
Co.,  N.  C.  in  1716.  His  will  dated  April  5,  1716  and  probated  at  the  Oct.  Court, 
1716  (Grimes,  p.  58;  Hathaway,  I,  p.  185),  mentions  sons  WILLIAM  and  JOHN; 
daughters  MARY  EARLY,  MARTHA  WILLIAMS,  ROSE  WYNNS,  ELINORE 
McLENDON,  and  ELIZABETH  BUSH;  and  wife  MARTHA,  whom  he  appoints 
executrix.  THE  FOLLOWING  IS  KNOWN  OF  THE  DAUGHTERS  OF  WIL¬ 
LIAM  AND  MARTHA  BUSH: 

1.  MARY  BUSH  married  JOHN  EARLY,  probably  as  his  first  wife,  as  Mr. 
Early’s  will  mentions  his  wife  as  ANN.  The  will  of  JOHN  EARLY,  dated  Aug. 
6,  1740  and  probated  in  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C.  Oct.  20,  1740,  mentions  his  son,  JOHN; 
daughters  MARGARET  McHENRY,  MARTHA  THOMSON,  MARY  BLAKE, 
SARAH  REEF,  ELIZABETH  WILSON,  BATHSHEBA  MORRIS,  REBEC- 
KAH  MORRIS;  and  wife  ANNE  (Grimes,  p.  107). 

2.  MARTHA  BUSH  m.  ANTHONY  WILLIAMS,  as  mentioned. 

3.  ROSE  BUSH  married  CAPT.  GEORGE  WYNNS  of  Bertie  Co.,  who  repre¬ 
sented  that  county  in  the  General  Assembly  from  1731  to  1737  and  died  there  in 
1751.  Her  descendants  are  given  in  Boddie  “Historical  Southern  Families”,  Vol. 
II,  pp.  267  ff). 

4.  ELEANOR  BUSH  married  a  MACLENDON,  probably  being  the  first  wife 
of  DENNIS  MACKLENDON  who  died  in  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C.  in  1726.  DENNIS 
MACKLENDON’S  will,  Jan.  19,  1725/6,  mentions  sons  DENNIS  and  JOHN, 
daughters  MARY  and  ELIZABETH  MACKLENDON;  wife  MARGARET 
(Grimes,  p.  228).

CATHERINE  POWELL  &  BENJAMIN  WILLS  MADDUX 


Tradition  tells  us  that  as  early  as  1635  Maddux  family  had  migrated  from 
Wales  to  settle  in  Jamestown,  Va.  Among  these  were  three  Maddux  brothers. 
Ben  who  was  a  cripple  and  never  married,  returned  to  settle  in  Ireland.  When 
he  died,  his  bank  sent  inquiry  to  America,  seeking  heirs.  Alexander,  born  1613, 
came  to  America  on  the  ship  “Abraham  of  London”,  in  1635.  He  lived  in  North¬ 
hampton  Co.,  Va.  had  four  children:  Thomas,  Alexander,  Jr.  Elizabeth  and 
Anne.  The  issue  of  Thomas,  Somerset,  Md.  was:  Mary,  Sarah,  Thomas,  Daniel, 
William,  Lazerous,  Alexander,  Eleanor  and  Elizabeth.  William  born  1750,  died 
1810,  had  the  following  children:  Craven,  Martin,  Snowden,  Thomas  (died  1835). 
William,  Betsy,  Fanny,  Frank,  Dorcas  and  Peggy.  William  Maddux  the  father  of 
Sarah  who  married  Moses  Powell  Jr.  is  possibly  a  descendant  of  this  line.  1820 
Georgia  census  shows  Zachariah  Maddux,  who  died  in  1825  at  the  age  of  80,  and 
whom  we  presume  to  be  the  father  of  Benjamin  Wills  Maddux,  in  Gwinett  Co., 
Ga.  He  is  said  to  have  fought  in  the  Revolution  and  lived  later  in  Cass  Co.,  (Bar- 
stow),  but  no  war  record  has  been  found. 

The  marriage  of  Benjamin  Wills  Maddux  and  128.  Catherine  Powell  is  recorded 
in  “Marriages  of  Hancock  Co.,  Ga.,  1806-1850.”  by  M.  L.  Houston.  The  1830 
census  shows  this  couple  with  their  six  boys  and  two  girls  in  Gwinnett  Co.  Their 
children  attended  Grogans  school  at  Milledgeville.  In  1830  they  moved  to 
Walker  Co.,  newly  opened  Cherokee  country.  The  big  house  and  some  of  the 
original  trees  still  stand  on  the  homesite  of  Benjamin  and  Catherine  near  Trion. 
They  are  buried  at  nearby  Bird  Chapel. 

A  deed  is  recorded,  Feb.  23,  1852,  showing  transfer  of  land  to  trustees  of 
Trinity  Methodist  E.  Church,  naming  Benjamin  W.  Maddux  as  a  trustee.  The 
birthdate  of  Benjamin  and  his  twin  sister  Unica,  Jan.  29,  1786,  is  recorded  in 
“The  Saints  Everlasting  Treatse”,  by  John  Wesley,  along  with  the  following  Mad¬ 
dux  names:  Tally  Maddux,  March  24,  1770;  Leonard  Maddux,  Oct.  30,  1771; 
Zachariah  Maddux,  March  25,  1774;  Alexander  Maddux,  Oct.  15,  1776;  George 
Maddux,  Oct.  17,  1781;  Nancy  Maddux,  May  16,  1783;  Luvine  Maddux,  Nov.  5, 
1786;  Teny  Maddux,  Aug.  28,  1788;  Polly  Maddux,  May  3,  1791;  Jacob  Maddux, 
Dec.  13,  1802. 

About  1840  Benjamin’s  children  began  to  move  westward.  Zack  traveled  horse¬ 
back  through  the  country,  teaching  singing  schools,  settled  in  Mobile,  Ala.  was  a 
volunteer  in  the  Confederate  army,  then  in  1870  moved  to  Texas,  where  his  tenth 
child  was  born,  near  Buckholts.  Evin  married  and  settled  in  Ala.  then  in  1869 
moved  his  large  family  to  Ark.  His  great-great  grandson  Hal  Smith  from  Ft. 
Smith,  knocked  one  of  the  decisive  home  runs  for  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  in  the 
winning  game  of  the  i960  World  Series.  James  Monroe,  who  had  fought  in  the 
Seminole  War  in  Florida,  looked  after  his  parents  and  their  property  In  addition 
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to  his  teaching  and  endured  Sherman’s  marches  across  their  land  during  the  war 
between  the  states.  When  the  war  was  over  and  his  parents  were  dead  he  moved 
to  Ark.  coming  by  boat  to  Pine  Bluff  in  1870,  in  1876  he  moved  on  to  Texas, 
settled  near  Weatherford.  Fletcher  and  Moses  settled  in  Ala.  and  reared  their 
families  there.  Sivility,  Mariah  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  married  and  lived  in  Georgia, 
but  after  Mariah’s  death,  Sivility,  her  son  Pierce  and  his  family  followed  James 
Monroe  to  Tex. 

Music  and  education  has  been  the  theme  of  Benjamin’s  descendants.  You  find 
many  records  of  land  and  money  donated  for  schools  and  churches,  many  were 
teachers,  and  many  more  hold  advanced  degrees  in  liberal  arts,  science  and  music. 
Many  were  deeply  religious,  and  predominately  Methodist  and  Baptist.

Almost  ten  years  ago  in  1953  Mrs.  E.  K.  Bowman  returned  to  the  old  home  of 
her  great  grandparents  near  Trion,  there  met  Cicero  Maddux  the  great-grandson 
of  Benjamin  Wills  Maddux  ninth  son.  This  was  the  beginning  of  her  search  for 
the  descendants  of  Benjamin  Wills  Maddux  and  his  wife  Catherine  Powell.  Her 
findings  have  been  added  to  the  stories  and  records  collected  by  Mrs.  Merl  Nelson 
from  the  older  members  of  the  families  through  the  years.  There  are  many  mis¬ 
takes  in  names,  dates  but  they  have  endeavored  to  copy  carefully  all  the  data 
trusted  to  their  care  and  if  you  do  find  a  mistake  will  you  write  to  one  of  them 
that  it  may  be  corrected.  Plans  are  being  made  to  publish  a  supplement  to  this 
genealogy,  including  the  stories,  both  true  and  legend  and  the  pictures  that  have 
been  collected. 
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THE  JOHN  POWELL  FAMILY  OF  COLUMBUS, 
BLADEN  AND  ROBESON  COUNTIES  NORTH  CAROLINA

John  Powell  was  born  about  1720-1725,  probably  in  northeastern  North  Caro¬ 
lina  or  in  southeastern  Virginia.  It  is  known  definitely  that  in  1752  he  was  living 
in  Johnston  County,  N.  C.  His  son.  Captain  Absalom  Powell  I,  stated  in  his 
Revolutionary  War  pension  records  (on  file  in  the  National  Archives  in  Washing¬ 
ton)  that  he  was  born  May  19,  1752  in  Johnston  County,  N.  C.  The  oldest 
known  record  concerning  John  Powell  is  found  in  the  Land  Grant  Office,  Raleigh, 
N.  C.;  this  is  a  grant  of  200  acres  of  land  along  the  south  side  of  the  Neuse  River 
in  Johnston  County  and  was  issued  May  25,  1757  (Book  2,  page  157).  Another 
early  grant  for  John  Powell  was  for  150  acres  lying  on  the  south  side  of  the  Neuse 
River  at  a  place  called  Bare  Hill,  adjacent  to  his  own  land  and  to  Lee’s  land.  This 
was  surveyed  Aug.  29,  1762  and  the  chain  bearers  were  Frederick  Lee  and  Absa¬ 
lom  Powell  (Book  18,  page  5).  John  Powell  began  selling  land  in  1763,  at  which 
time  he  was  probably  planning  to  move  to  Bladen  County.  He  sold  John  Lee, 
Jr.  100  acres  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  Neuse  River  October  29,  1763 
(Johnston  County  Deed  Book  “D”).  It  is  quite  possible  that  John  Powell  was 
the  son  of  another  John  Powell  who  lived  in  Craven  County.  Johnston  County 
was  formed  from  part  of  Craven  County  in  1746.  This  earlier  John  Powell,  first 
mentioned  in  the  Colonial  and  State  Records  of  North  Carolina  in  1731  (Vol. 
HI),  was  a  Deputy  Surveyor  of  the  Colony  in  1737  (Vol.  IV,  page  278)  and 
surveyed  land  in  Bladen  County.  He  was  referred  to  as  ‘7c>kn  Powell,  Gentle¬ 
man”  in  most  records  which  indicated  that  he  held  positions  of  authority  and 
frequently  in  colonial  times  also  indicated  education  and  wealth.  He  was  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Craven  County  in  1743  and  reappointed  in  1744 
(Vol.  IV,  various  pages).  He  is  referred  to  as  “the  late  John  Powell”  in  Colonial 
Records  October  2,  1750.  Large  grants  of  land  were  issued  to  him  at  various 
times  in  Craven  County.  If  this  John  Powell  left  a  will,  it  has  not  been  preserved. 

John  Powell  with  his  wife  Elizabeth  and  children  moved  from  Johnston 
County  to  that  part  of  Bladen  County  that  in  1808  was  to  become  Columbus 
County  probably  between  1764  and  1766.  He  was  not  listed  as  a  resident  of 
Bladen  in  the  1763  Tax  List  of  Bladen  County,  but  land  was  surveyed  for  him 
joining  on  the  side  of  Waccamaw  Lake  and  joining  his  own  land  on  April  24,  1767. 
John  Powell,  Jr.  and  William  Burney  were  the  chain  bearers  (Land  Grant 
Office,  Book  23,  page  316).  For  a  later  grant  of  land,  March  7,  1772,  the  chain 
bearers  were  John  Powell,  Jr.  and  Absalom  Powell.  In  the  records  of  Bladen 
County  John  Powell  purchased  many  more  acres  of  land,  and  also  slaves,  prior  to 
his  death.  His  will  is  recorded  in  Bladen  Will  Book  No.  i,  page  538,  and  is  dated 
1789.  He  presumably  died  in  1789-90  as  he  is  not  listed  in  the  1790  Census  of 
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Bladen.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  named  in  his  will,  and  maiden  name  thought  to  be 
Lee,  is  listed  as  head  of  the  family  in  the  1790  Census.  She  died  in  1794. 

CHILDREN  OF  JOHN  AND  ELIZABETH  POWELL 

1.  John  Powell,  Jr.,  married  Catherine,  who  is  said  to  have  been  a  daughter  of 
Elisha  and  Charity  Wilkinson,  who  came  to  the  Lake  Waccamaw  area  about 
1738.  John  Powell,  Jr.  was  granted  land  in  Bladen  County  as  early  as  1779. 
There  is  a  pay  voucher  for  a  John  Powell  in  the  Archives  in  Raleigh  for  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War  services.  This  John  Powell  is  listed  among  other  Bladen  County 
men  in  the  Wilmington  District  who  received  payments  for  their  war  services. 
This  is  probably  John  Powell,  Jr.,  but  could  have  possibly  been  John  Powell,  Sr. 
He  moved  prior  to  the  1790  Census  to  Cheraw  District,  S.  C.  He  is  listed  in  the 
census  as  having  three  white  males  under  sixteen,  four  white  females  and  six 
slaves.  At  various  times  he  sold  his  Bladen  county  land.  In  1806  he  sold  some 
and  the  deed  was  witnessed  by  Isaac,  Winifred  and  Barnabas  Powell.  “John 
Powell,  Jr.  and  wife  Catherine  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina”  on  Feb.  3,  1813 
sold  several  tracts  of  land  in  Columbus  County  to  his  brother  Isaac  Powell  (Co¬ 
lumbus  County  Deed  Book  C,  page  239).  In  his  will,  dated  Feb.  5,  1834  and 
found  in  Vol.  I,  Book  No.  8,  page  41,  Darlington  County,  S.  C.,  he  divided  his 
estate  among  the  children  of  his  deceased  daughters  Sarah  Powell  Moore  and  Ann 
Powell  Husbands,  the  children  of  his  deceased  son  James  Powell,  and  his  son 
William  Powell  and  daughters  Catherine  Powell  and  Margaret  Powell  Stephens. 

H.  Captain  Absalom  Powell  I,  born  May  19,  1752,  Johnston  County,  N.  C., 
died  Oct.  14,  1834,  Columbus  County,  N.  C.,  married  Mar.  7,  1774  Mary  Stevens, 
born  Jan.  1755,  died  Jan.  20,  1840  (Revolutionary  War  Pension  Record  and 
Bible  Records),  daughter  of  Colonel  Barnabas  Stevens  and  wife  Charity 
(probably  Brown)  of  Bladen  County.  Barnabas  Stevens  served  as  an  ensign  in  a 
company  of  militia  raised  in  Bladen  County  in  March  I77^*  Thomas  Amis  was 
captain  and  John  Yates  (grandfather  of  Susan  Elizabeth  Yates,  first  wife  of 
Absalom  Powell  II)  was  lieutenant.  Barnabas  Stevens  was  later  a  colonel  in  the 
county  militia.  Barnabas  Stevens’  first  land  grant  in  Bladen  County  is  dated 
1767.  The  name  in  the  oldest  records  if  usually  spelled  Stevens,  after  about  1800 
the  name  was  more  often  spelled  Stephens;  however,  both  spellings  were  some¬ 
times  used  in  the  same  deed.  Absalom  Powell  enlisted  in  March  177^  Captain 
Thomas  Amis’  Company  of  militia  and  served  one  month  as  a  private,  during 
which  time  he  was  in  the  engagement  at  Moore’s  Creek  where  the  Tories  were 
defeated.  He  then  enlisted  and  served  one  month  as  sergeant  and  then  one  month 
as  an  ensign  in  this  same  company.  Three  years  before  the  close  of  the  war  he 
was  brevetted  captain  and  served  at  various  times  in  the  North  Carolina  Troops, 
eighteen  months  in  all,  under  Colonels  Thomas  Robeson,  Thomas  Brown,  Thomas 
Owen  and  James  Richardson.  Following  the  Revolutionary  War  Absalom 
Powell  began  buying  large  areas  of  land.  From  the  records  in  the  Land  Grant 
Office  in  Raleigh  and  from  the  Register  of  Deeds  Offices  in  Bladen  and  Columbus 
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Counties  he  purchased  about  8,000  acres  of  land,  most  of  which  was  in  the  area 
of  Lake  Waccamaw  and  the  Western  Prong  sections  of  Columbus  County.  He  ' 
sold  very  little  of  this  land.  He  was  one  of  seven  men  appointed  to  establish 
boundries  and  aid  in  the  formation  of  Columbus  County.  On  the  front  page  of  i 
Deed  Book  ‘‘A”  in  the  Columbus  County  Register  of  Deeds  Office,  Whiteville, 

N.  C.,  the  following  may  be  read:  “Absalom  Powell,  Esq.  was  duly  appointed 
Register,  June  Term  1810”.  He  also  was  appointted  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
Columbus  County  in  1809.  He  served  in  the  N.  C.  House  of  Commons  in  1814 
(Wheeler’s  History  of  N.  C.).  His  will  is  recorded  in  Will  Book  No.  i,  page  35,  i 
Columbus  County  and  he  names  the  following:  sons  Absalom,  John,  James,  1 
Josiah  and  Marmaduke;  daughters  Amy  Powell  Swindell  and  Winifred  Powell 
Allen;  grandson  Robert  Marion  Powell.  Absalom  Powell  II  and  Richard  Wooten 
were  appointed  executors.  A  N.  C.  Historical  marker  was  placed  near  the  grave 
of  Captain  Absalom  Powell  at  Lake  Waccamaw  on  Aug.  22,  1933. 

III.  Charity  Powell,  married  William  Wilkinson  of  Bladen  County.  His  will, 
dated  Aug.  29,  1795  and  recorded  in  Bladen  County  Will  Book  No.  i,  page  795, 
names  his  wife  Charity,  son  Charles  and  “other  minor  children”.  His  brother-in- 
law  Isaac  Powell  was  appointed  an  executor  and  one  of  the  witnesses  was  Barna¬ 
bas  Powell,  another  brother-in-law.  This  line  has  not  been  traced. 

IV.  Chlore  Powell,  married  Alexander  Avery  of  Bladen  County.  This  line 
has  not  been  traced. 

V.  Elizabeth  Powell 

VI.  Esther  Powell 

VII.  Mary  Powell,  died  unmarried  after  1843.  She  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
her  sister  Zilpha  Powell  in  1794.  She  is  mentioned  in  the  pension  papers  of 
Captain  Absalom  Powell  in  1839,  and  on  March  7,  1843  (Columbus  Deed  Book 
“G”)  her  brother,  Isaac  Powell,  deeded  two  slaves  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth  and 
his  son-in-law  Josiah  Powell  for  the  care  of  his  sister  Mary  Powell.  She  was 
apparently  dead  by  1850  as  she  is  not  listed  in  the  census. 

VIII.  Edith  Powell,  married  William  White  of  Bladen  County.  This  line  has 
not  been  traced. 

IX.  Zilpha  Powell,  unmarried,  will  dated  March  ii,  1794  and  on  file  in  Bladen 
^  County.  Her  estate  was  divided  between  her  sisters,  Elizabeth  Powell  and  Edith 

White,  and  her  mother,  Elizabeth  Powell.  Her  brother  Isaac  Powell  and  her 
brother-in-law  William  Wilkinson  were  named  executors. 

X.  Barnabas  Powell,  little  is  known  of  him  except  that  he  was  of  age  in  1789 
when  he  witnessed  a  deed  with  his  brother-in-law  William  Wilkerson  (Bladen 
County  Deed  Book  No.  26,  page  57).  He  also  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of 
William  Wilkinson  in  1795  and  a  deed  of  John  Powell,  Jr.  in  1806.  Tradition  has 
his  family  moving  to  Florida. 

XI.  Colonel  Isaac  Powell,  born  1760-70  (1840  Census),  died  about  1845,  buried 
at  Lake  Waccamaw;  married  first,  as  the  mother  of  his  two  children,  Winifred 
Stevens,  sister  of  Mary  Stevens,  wife  of  Captain  Absalom  Powell  I.  He  married 
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5  second  the  twice  widowed  Mrs.  Ann  Maria  Wayne  Bill  Jones.  There  are  no  pre¬ 
served  early  marriage  bonds  for  Bladen  and  Columbus  Counties,  but  the  follow- 
ing  IS  from  the  Raleigh  Register,  June  4,  1807:  “Ann  M.  Wayne  married  May  19 
1807  in  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  Captain  Avery  A.  B\IV\  The  1850  Columbus  County 
,  census  gives  her  age  as  having  been  born  in  1792.  She  married  fourth  and  last 

;  as  his  second  wife.  Major  Josiah  Powell,  nephew  and  son-in-law  of  Colonel 

Isaac  Powell.  These  marriages  and  much  of  the  data  concerning  the  children  of 
I  Absalom  and  Colonel  Isaac  Powell  are  found  in  a  Powell  Family  History 

AT  Elizabeth  Smith  Pierce,  born  1847,  eldest  daughter  of  Adeline 

atilda  Powell,  born  1824,  who  was  a  grand-daughter  of  both  Absalom  and 
Issac  Powell.  Isaac  Powell  was  appointed  first  major  for  the  Bladen  County 

milita  in  1804  and  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  In  1806.  He  was  appointed  lieutenant 

colonel  of  the  Columbus  County  militia  In  1809  and  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
Columbus  County  in  1810.  Colonel  Isaac  was  perhaps  the  largest  land  owner  in 
Columbus  County.  He  owned  over  10,000  acres  and  the  census  reports  show 
that  he  had  numerous  slaves  to  work  the  land.  M!ost  of  his  property  was  in  the 
area  of  Lake  Waccamaw  and  between  Lake  Waccamaw  and  Whiteville.  Chil¬ 
dren:  (i)  Lucy  Powell,  born  June  1792,  educted  at  Salem  Boarding  School, 
Salem,  N.  C.  (now  Salem  College,  Winston-Salem),  married  Colonel  Josiah 
Maultsby  of  Columbus  County.  The  Maultsbys  settled  In  Bladen  County  prior 
to  1736.  This  line  has  not  been  traced,  but  there  were  at  least  two  children:  (a) 

I  John  Maultsby  and(b)  Quince  Maultsby  who  married  Penelope  Baldwin,  daugh- 
1  ter  of  Captain  David  William  Baldwin  and  wife  Joanna  Smith,  and  left  many 
descendants.  In  the  Columbus  County  i860  Census,  visitation  No.  38,  Josiah 
Maultsby,  aged  68,  his  wife  Lucy,  aged  70,  and  Lucy’s  grandniece,  Frances  C. 
Powell,  age  18,  are  found  living  together.  Josiah  Maultsby  was  listed  as  having 
ninety-one  slaves.  Many  of  these  had  been  Inherited  from  Colonel  Isaac  Powell. 
(2)  Elizabeth  Lee  Powell,  born  Oct.  22,  1798,  died  Jan.  1847,  educated  at  Salem 
Boarding  School,  married  her  double  first  cousin.  Major  Josiah  Powell,  son  of 
'  Captain  Absalom  Powell  I  and  his  wife  Mary  Stevens.  See  descendants  of  Absa¬ 
lom  T^for  this  line. 

CHILDREN  OF  CAPTAIN  ABSALOM  POWELL  I  AND  MARY  STEVENS 

I.  James  Powell,  left  Columbus  County  as  a  young  man  and  became  a  wealthy 
i  merchant  inNew  Orleans.  Family  letters  reveal  that  he  died  In  New  Orleans 
!  In  1839.  Descendants  not  traced. 

II.  Winifred  Powell,  married  Noah  Allen  of  Columbus  County.  Children:  (i) 

I  Clayton  Allen,  moved  to  Texas  prior  to  1850.  (2)  Charlotte  Allen,  married 

Alexander  Campbell  of  Brown  Marsh  township,  Bladen  County.  (3)  Anne 
Allen,  married  Enoch  Daniel.  (4)  Winifred  Allen,  married  Duncan  McCoulskey 
of  Bladen  County. 

III.  John  Powell,  died  Bayou  Chitto,  Louisiana.  Family  tradition  states  that 
he  and  the  Princess  Sallie  Marie,  daughter  of  a  Seminole  Indian  chief  in  Florida, 
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were  the  parents  of  Osceola  (1804-1838),  the  famous  Seminole  Indian  warrior. 
The  writer  of  this  history  has  talked  personally  with  a  grandson  of  Colonel  Mar- 
maduke  Powell,  youngest  brother  of  John  Powell.  This  grandson,  who  was 
seventeen  years  old  when  Marmaduke  died,  said  he  had  been  told  on  many  oc¬ 
casions  by  his  grandfather  that  Osceola  was  the  son  of  John  Powell.  This  re¬ 
lationship  to  Osceola  has  been  passed  down  to  all  branches  of  the  family.  Mar¬ 
maduke  Powell,  Jr.  named  one  of  his  sons  Osceola  Powell. 

IV.  Eliel  Powell,  of  age  in  18  ii  when  he  witnessed  with  his  brother,  Major 
Josiah  Powell,  a  deed  in  which  Luke  Yates  sold  land  to  his  son-in-law  Absalom 
Powell  II  (Columbus  County  Deed  Book,  page  100).  Eliel  Powell  served  as 
a  lieutenant  on  the  merchant  ship  “Andeola”  and  died  of  yellow  fever  in  the  West 
Indies  shortly  before  he  planned  to  be  married.  He  was  not  named  in  his 
father’s  will  in  1834  so  presumably  died  before  then. 

V.  Anne  (Amy)  Powell,  married  James  Swindell  and  moved  to  Georgia.  Chil¬ 
dren:  (i)  Winifred  Swindell,  married  a  Northington  and  was  living  in  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Alabama,  in  1851  (family  letters).  (2)  Lucy  M.  Swindell.  (3)  Owen 
Swindell.  (4)  Garrett  Swindell,  moved  from  Alabama  to  California  in  1851. 

VI.  Absalom  Powell  II,  born  May  8,  1790,  died  Dec.  25,  1864,  married  first 
Nov.  10,  1810  Susan  Elizabeth  Yates,  born  Mar.  12,  1789,  died  Jan.  6,  1846  (all 
dates  from  Absalom  Powell  II  Bible),  eldest  daughter  of  Luke  Yates  (1767-1837) 
and  his  wife  Sarah  Flowers  who  lived  at  Grists  in  Columbus  County.  Luke  Yates, 
who  served  as  a  very  young  patriot  at  the  end  of  the  Revolutionary  War  (see  pay 
voucher  in  N.  C.  State  Archives,  Raleigh),  was  a  son  of  Lieutenant  John  Yates 
of  Bladen  County  and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  who  lived  to  be  no  years  old.  Sarah 
Flowers  was  a  daughter  of  Ignatious  Flowers,  another  Revolutionary  War 
soldier,  whose  will  was  probated  in  Bladen  County  in  1793;  he  moved  to  Bladen 
County  prior  to  1767  from  Maryland  and  descended  from  the  Goldsborough 
family,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Maryland  Colony.  Absalom  Powell  inherited 
much  land  from  his  father  and  continued  to  buy  more  land  and  slaves.  He  was 
a  big  promotor  and  stock  owner  of  the  railroad  between  Wilmington,  Columbia, 
and  Augusta  (now  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line)  and  owned  much  stock  in  banks  in 
Fayetteville  and  Wilmington.  In  i860,  at  the  age  of  70,  he  was  living  at  his 
Fair  Bluff  plantation,  and  after  having  already  distributed  much  of  his  land  and 
slaves  among  his  children,  he  was  listed  in  the  census  as  having  thiry  slaves. 
Absalom  Powell  H  married  second  Jan.  26,  1847,  Experience  Lennon,  born  Oct. 
10,  18 1 1,  died  Apr.  ii,  1898,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Dennis  Lennon,  Jr.  and  his 
wife  Sarah  Brown  of  Lennon’s  Cross  Roads  in  Columbus  County.  Absalom 
Powell  II  had  children  by  both  marriages. 

VII.  Major  Josiah  Powell,  born  Feb.  10,  1793,  died  Jan.  1851,  married  first,  his 
double  first  cousin,  Elizabeth  Lee  Powell,  born  Oct.  22,  1789,  died  Jan.  1847, 
daughter  of  Colonel  Isaac  Powell  and  his  wife  Winifred  Stevens;  he  married 
second  Mrs.  Ann  Maria  Wayne  Bill  Jones  Powell,  born  1792  (1850  Census,  died 
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about  1851,  widow  of  his  father-in-law  and  uncle,  Colonel  Isaac  Powell.  Josiah 
Powell  served  as  a  lieutenant,  7th  Company,  4th  N.  C.  Regiment,  War  of  1812. 
He  later  served  as  a  major  in  the  Columbus  County  militia  and  as  clerk  of  the 
court  for  Columbus  County.  He  was  a  very  wealthy  man,  having  inherited  large 
estates  from  both  his  father.  Captain  Absalom  Powell  I  and  his  father-in-law 
Colonel  Isaac  Powell.  Children. 

VHI.  Colonel  Marmaduke  Powell,  born  I797>  died  1880  (cemetery  record), 
married  Mariah  A.  J.  Yates,  born  Jan.  18,  1808,  died  1884,  a  younger  sister  of 
Susan  Elizabeth  Yates,  who  married  Absalom  Powell  H.  Marmaduke  served 
in  the  N.  C.  House  of  Commons  in  1830,  ’31,  ’33,  '34,  and  ’35  from  Columbus 
County.  He  inherited  much  land  from  his  father  and  added  to  this.  In  the  i860 
Columbus  County  census  he  is  listed  as  having  thirty-three  slaves.  He  served 
as  colonel  in  county  militia.  He  lived  and  was  buried  about  half  way  between 
Lake  Waccamaw  and  Whiteville.

1.  James  Calvin  Powell,  born  Dec.  15,  1812,  died  Jan.  6,  1889,  married  Sept,  i, 
1839,  Lucy  Elizabeth  Baldwin,  born  Apr.  21,  1820,  died  Jan.  26,  1902,  daughter  of 
Captain  David  William  Baldwin  (1790-1846)  and  his  wife  Joanna  Smith  (1795- 
1893).  David  Baldwin  served  as  a  sergeant  in  the  7th  Company,  4th  N.  C.  Regi¬ 
ment,  War  of  1812.  This  is  the  same  company  that  Lieutenant  Josiah  Powell  and 
Captain  Caleb  Stephens  served  in.  David  Baldwin  served  as  a  captain  in  the 
War  with  Mexico.  He  was  a  son  of  William  Baldwin  and  a  grandson  of  John 
Baldwin.  The  Baldwins  came  to  Bladen  County  prior  to  1735.  Joanna  Smith 
Baldwin  was  a  daughter  of  Major  Samuel  Smith  (1774-1858)  and  his  first  wife 
Mary  Parker  (1776-1838).  Samuel  Smith  was  a  son  of  Stephen  Smith,  who 
died  in  1782  from  injuries  received  during  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and 
his  wife  Joanna  Council  (i750“i833),  daughter  of  Captain  James  Council  (1716- 
1805),  ^  member  of  the  Halifax  Convention  and  a  paymaster  of  militia  for  the 
Wilmington  District  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  James  Council  was  a  great 
grandson  of  John  Hardy  (1616-1677)  of  Isle  of  Wight  County,  Virginia.  (See 
‘‘Hodges  Council  of  Virginia  and  Descendants”,  by  Judson  Council,  J.  H.  Furst 
Co.,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  1941.)  Calvin  Powell  is  listed  in  the  i860  census  as 
having  twenty-one  slaves.  He  was  too  old  for  active  service  at  the  front  with  the 
Confederate  Army,  but  he  did  serve  in  the  community  militia  which  was  founded 
to  protect  the  families  and  homes.  He  took  part  in  several  engagements  with 
the  Federal  troops  who  came  raiding.  His  home  in  the  Western  Prong  section  of 
Columbus  County  was  a  large  ante-bellum  plantation  house  which  bore  scars 
from  bullets  with  which  the  northerners  riddled  it  until  the  time  of  its  destruction 
by  fire  in  the  early  part  of  this  century.  He  managed  to  hold  on  to  his  planta¬ 
tion  and  extensive  properties  during  the  trying  days  of  the  reconstruction  period.

(2)  Melinda  Powell,  married  Samuel  Young  I, 
of  Red  Springs,  N.  C.  (3)  Jefferson  Powell,  moved  to  Georgia.  (4)  Frances  ii 
Powell  married  John  Frink  and  moved  to  Texas.  The  descendants  of  Robert 
Marion  Powell  have  not  been  traced.

VII.  Lucy  Ann  Powell,  born  June  5,  1825,  died  Aug.  16,  1853,  married  Captain  , 
Jonathan  Smith  Baldwin,  son  of  Captain  David  William  Baldwin  and  his  wife  , 
Joanna  Smith.  Her  will,  recorded  in  Columbus  County  Will  Book  No.  i,  page 
60,  leaves  her  estate  to  her  two  children  and  her  sister,  Susan  E.  Huggins.  Chil¬ 
dren. 

VHI.  Captain  Oliver  Hazzard  Powell,  born  May  30,  1827,  married  in  i860  his 
cousin,  Lucinda  Ann  Powell,  born  May  15,  1837,  daughter  of  Major  Josiah  Powell  :

He  was  the  first  American  aviator  ever  to  shoot  down  an  enemy  airplane,  May 
19,  1916.  After  gaining  ten  victories  in  the  air,  he  was  killed  in  aerial  combat  high 
over  Thann,  Alsace  and  was  buried  by  his  comrades  with  full  military  honors  at 
LuxeuIl-les-Balns,  Haute-Saone,  France.  He  was  made  a  Chevalier  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  by  France,  and  was  decorated  with  the  Medallle  Mllltaire,  theCroix  de 
Guerre  with  four  palms  and  one  star,  the  Croix  des  Blesses  (French  Purple  Heart 
Medal),  the  Verdun  Medal,  and  other  medals.  His  name  is  inscribed  on  the  walls 
of  the  Pantheon  in  Paris,  an  aviation  field  Is  named  for  him  In  the  United  States,  I 
and  historical  highway  markers  have  been  erected  honoring  him  at  Newport,  ' 
Tenn.  and  Asheville,  N.  C.  His  War  Letters  were  collected  and  published  in  1925.

THE  LUCAS  FAMILY  OF  SURRY  GO.,  VIRGINIA 

William  Lucas  of  Surry  Co.,  Va.  was  born  in  1630  and  his  wife  Ann  in  1629 
i  according  to  their  depositions  June  3  and  ii,  1659  (Surry  D.  &  W.  No.  i,  pp.  133- 
4).  William  Lucas  may  have  been  the  son  of  an  earlier  William  Lucas  who  is 
mentioned  in  1644  (Minutes  of  Council  and  Gen.  Court,  p.  5®^)  was  granted 
j  800  acres  in  Lower  Norfolk  Co.  in  1647  (Nugent,  Cavaliers  and  Pioneers,  p.  169), 

I  in  right  of  his  wife,  who  was  the  widow  of  Caesar  Huggett.  William  Lucas  of 
Surry  seems  to  have  died  about  1660  or  1661,  and  his  widow  Ann  married  (2) 
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Robert  Dennis,  as  their  eldest  son,  Nathaniel  Dennis,  was  born  1662-3  (first  a 

tithable  in  1679).  Ann  Lucas  Dennis  was  possibly  a  relative  of  William  Scar¬ 

borough  of  Surry  Co.,  who  was  executed  for  his  prominent  part  in  Bacon^s  Re¬ 
bellion,  as  on  Jan.  4,  1664-5  she  handed  in  a  list  of  cattle  belonging  to  Scarborough 
after  some  dispute  with  Scarborough  in  1663  (D.  &  W.  No.  i,  pp.  216  and  250). 
Robert  Dennis  complained  Sept.  5,  1664  that  he  had  not  been  allowed  to  put  in 
security  for  “his  predecessor’s  estate”  (p.  242).  On  May  i,  1671  John  LeGrande 
deeded  Ann  Dennis  land  and  William  Lucas  was  a  witness  to  the  deed  (D.  &  W. 
No.  2,  p.  13).  William  Lucas  was  her  son  by  the  first  marriage,  and  he  had  some 
dispute  with  his  mother  about  the  land,  for  on  Sept.  7,  1675  at  Ann  Dennis’  re¬ 
quest,  certain  people  were  directed  by  the  Court  to  meet  and  “make  a  friendly 
end  between  her  and  her  sonne  in  ye  dividing  a  certain  pcell  of  land,  if  they  can” 

(0.  B.  1671-90,  p.  loi).  Ann  seems  to  have  had  two  other  children,  daughters, 

by  her  first  marriage  to  William  Lucas,  for  in  1672  she  made  deeds  of  gift  of  50 
acres  apiece  of  the  land  to  her  sons-in-law,  Abraham  Evans  and  John  Harris,  and 
on  the  back  of  one  of  the  deeds  was  recorded  that  she  had  sold  the  land  to 
William  Lucas  (D.  &  W.  No.  2,  pp.  87,  264  and  280).  Ann  Dennis  last  appears 
in  the  records  about  1685  (0.  B.  1671-90,  p.  354),  and  her  second  husband, 
Robert  Dennis,  died  in  1686,  his  son,  Nathanael  being  appointed  his  administrator 
Nov.  2,  1686  (p.  538).  Both  were  dead  by  1688,  when  Nathaniel  Dennis,  as  son 
and  heir,  confirmed  her  sale  of  land  to  William  Lucas  (Book  4,  p.  91a).  Another 
son  of  Robert  and  Ann  Dennis  was  William  Dennis,  b.  1664/5  (first  a  tithable 
at  age  16  in  1781)  to  whom  his  brother,  Nathaniel  Dennis,  and  wife  Mary  deeded 
land  Mar.  6,  1693/4  (O-  B.  1691-1713,  p.  98).  William  Lucas,  son  of  Ann  Dennis, 
was  born  in  1654,  according  to  his  deposition  Mar.  5,  1677/8  (W.  &  D.  No.  2,  p. 
183).  From  the  above,  it  appears  that  William  and  Ann  Lucas  had  three 
children:

William  Lucas,  son  of  William  and  Ann  Lucas,  was  born  in  1654  ^rid  died  in 
Surry  Co.,  Va.  in  1717.  He  married  about  1680-85  Grace  Beckwith,  daughter  of 
Marmaduke  and  Maudlin  (Creed)  Beckwith  and  granddaughter  of  Raphael 
(Ralph)  Creed  and  wife  Grace,  all  of  Surry  Co.  Grace  (Beckwith)  Lucas  died 
in  Surry  Co.  in  1720.  William  Lucas’  will,  dated  Oct.  i,  1716  and  probated  Dec. 
18,  1717?  mentions  son  William;  grandson  William  Lucas;  son  Charles  (under  21); 
drs.  Ann  and  Elizabeth  10  s.  each  (probably  both  married — certainly  Elizabeth 
was);  drs.  Grace,  Hannah,  and  Mary;  Daniel  Eelbank;  and  wife  Grace  (Surry 
D.  &  W.  1715-30,  p.  79).  The  will  of  Grace  Lucas,  dated  Dec.  22,  1719  and  pro- 
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bated  Feb.  17,  1719/20,  mentions  daughter  Hannah;  Martha  Lucas;  drs.  Ann 
and  Hannah;  son  Charles  is.;  estate  to  be  divided  between  son  William  and  ^^my 
daughters  Ann,  Grace,  Hannah  and  Elizabeth  if  she  recovers  of  the  present  fit  of 
sickness  she  laboureth  under,  but  if  she  doth  not  recover  then  Henry  Briggs  to 
have  no  part  of  my  estate”;  Valentine  Williamson;  son  William  and  John  Collier, 
exrs.  (Same  book,  p.  249).  Of  the  daughters  of  William  and  Grace  Lucas,  Eliza¬ 
beth  married  Henry  Briggs  (1662-1739)  and  I  am  descended  from  them.  (Ben  C. 
Holtzclaw)  Probably  two  of  the  other  daughters  married  Valentine  Williamson 
and  John  Collier,  as  they  are  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Grace  Lucas  (also,  John 
Collier’s  will  in  1732  mentions  a  daughter  Grace,  and  Charles  Lucas  was  a  wit¬ 
ness).  The  following  is  known  of  the  sons: 

1.  William  Lucas,  the  eldest  son,  was  probably  born  about  1688-90,  and  died  in 
Brunswick  Co.,  Va.  in  1741.  He  seems  to  have  married  about  1711  Martha, 
daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Johnson  of  Surry  Co.,  for  Moses,  son  of 
William  Johnson,  chose  Wiliiam  Lucas,  Jr.  as  his  guardian  April  18,  1711  (0.  B. 
1691-1713,  p.  363),  and  Moses  Johnson  was  a  trustee  of  William  Lucas’s  will  in 
1741.  William  Johnson  first  appears  in  the  records  of  Surry  in  1684,  when  he 
was  deeded  land  by  Thomas  Jordan.  His  will,  dated  Nov.  4,  1709  and  probated 
July  4,  1710,  mentions  sons  William,  Richard,  Aaron  and  Moses;  wife  Elizabeth; 
daughters  Martha  and  Mary;  wife  and  dau.  Martha  exrs.  (Davis  “Surry  Wills”, 
p.  100).  The  will  of  William  Lucas,  dated  Feb.  25,  1739/40  and  probated  Mar. 
5,  1740/41  in  Brunswick  Co.,  Va.,  mentions  son  John  and  the  latter’s  two  eldest 
daughters;  sons  William,  Charles,  Samuel  and  Daniel;  grandson  William  Lucas; 
wife  Martha;  Moses  Johnson  and  John  Irby  trustees. 

2.  Charles  Lucas  was  born  about  1700  and  died  in  1758  in  Surry  Co.,  Va.  He 
married  prior  to  Feb.  5,  1724/5  Mary,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Evans  of  Martins 
Brandon,  Prince  George  Co.,  Va.  as  shown  by  a  deed  (Prince  George  D.  &  W. 
1713-28,  p.  787).  The  will  of  Charles  Lucas,  dated  1752  and  probated  in  Surry 
Co.  in  1758,  mentions  wife  Mary;  sons  John,  Samuel  and  William;  daughter 
Mary;  and  grandchildren,  Charles  and  Rebecca,  children  of  the  son  William. 

BEGKWITH-GREED 

The  ancestry  of  Grace  (Beckwith)  Lucas  is  shown  in  the  Va.  Mag.  of  Hist, 
and  Biog.,  Vol.  56,  No.  i,  p.  73  ff.  Ralph  Creed  died  in  Surry  Co.  in  1668,  and  his 
widow,  Grace,  m.  (2)  Edward  Warren.  In  1675  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Francis  Hog- 
wood,  made  a  gift  of  a  heifer  (described  in  the  deed)  to  her  niece  and  godchild, 
Elizabeth  Beckwith,  and  on  the  same  date,  the  grandmother,  Grace  Warren, 
deeded  cattle  to  her  grandchild,  Grace  Beckwith  (Surry  D.  &  W.  No.  2,  p.  88). 
Maudlin,  mother  of  the  two  Beckwith  children  (her  husband,  Marmaduke  Beck¬ 
with,  died  in  1670,  as  shown  by  the  tithables  lists),  m.  (2)  Edward  Oliver,  who 
d.  1676  and  (2)  John  Warren.  In  1687/8  John  Warren  at  the  request  of  William 
Lucas  recorded  the  fact  that  Elizabeth  Beckwith,  deed.,  on  her  deathbed  gave 
to  her  goddaughter,  Elizabeth  Lucas,  a  black  cow  (with  exactly  the  same  descrip- 
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tion  as  that  deeded  to  her  by  Elizabeth  Hogwood  in  1675)  and  a  calf  (D.  &  W. 
1687-94,  p.  38).  There  is  a  slight  correction  as  to  the  children  of  Ralph  and 
Grace  Creed — ^there  were  5  daughters  and  i  son  as  follows:

Ralph,  Ralph,  or  Raphael  Creed  was  an  early  settler  of  Surry  County,  Virginia. 
He  is  first  mentioned  in  1655  as  ship’s  carpenter  of  the  “York”  (Lower  Norfolk 
County  Antiquary,  IV,  82).  His  first  appearance  in  the  records  of  Surry  County 
was  on  May  3,  ibqS,  when  Joseph  Whitmell  mortgaged  his  crop  to  him  (Surry 
County  record.  Wills  &  Deed  1645-71,  p.  117).  On  May  30,  1659,  he  deeded  to 
Thomas  Chivers  1,100  odd  acres  of  land,  lately  in  the  possession  of  Richard  Hill, 
which  had  been  sold  Creed  by  Col.  George  Jordan  (id.,  p.  151).  As  Ralph  Creed, 
carpenter,  he  was  deeded  150  acres  by  Thomas  Flood  August  27,  1661  (id.,  p.  172), 
and  at  his  death,  this  property  passed  to  his  son,  William  Creed,  who  dying  with¬ 
out  issue,  it  descended  to  a  daughter,  Mary  Creed,  “according  to  the  will  of  her 
father,  Raphael  Creed,”  (Unfortunately,  the  will  of  Raphael  Creed,  of  Surry 
County,  does  not  appear  in  the  remaining  Surry  County  records.)  and  was  sold  by 
Mary  and  her  husband,  David  Andrews,  Jr.,  to  William  Edwards;  January  6, 
1690/91  (Surry  County  records.  Wills  and  Deeds  1687-94,  p.  195)-  Thomas  Wall 
made  a  mortgage  of  his  property  to  Ralph  Creed  February  7,  1663/4,  soon 
afterwards,  and  his  son,  Thomas  Wall,  Jr.,  bound  himself  apprentice  to  Ralph 
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Creed,  carpenter,  September  6,  1664  (Surry  County  records.  Wills  &  Deeds  1645- 
71,  p.  230  and  244).  Ralph  Creed  is  shown  as  a  resident  of  Southwark  Parish, 
Surry  County,  with  two  tithables  in  his  family,  on  June  10,  1668  (id.,  p.  316),  and 
died  between  that  time  and  September  2,  1668,  when  there  is  a  record  of  a  list 
of  “Debts  demanded  from  the  estate  of  Raphaell  Creed’’  (id.,  p.  317).  A  sale  \ 
of  goods  from  the  estate  made  by  the  widow  Creed,  October  15,  1668  records  ■ 
sales  amounting  to  7,781  lbs.  of  tobacco  and  includes  among  other  items  “the  j 
printed  Laws  of  Virginia  &  a  good  Sermon  book,”  and  “i  salme_book  (Psalm  1 
book)”  (id.,  p.  317).  The  widow,  Grace  Creed,  married  second,  Edward  Warren,  | 
who  had  previously  been  married  to  Mrs.  Aylce  (Croxon)  Carter  Parke,  widow  ' 
successively  of  William  Carter  and  Capt.  Giles  Parke.  Mrs.  Grace  Creed  Warren  ' 
died  probably  early  in  1676,  as  her  son-in-law,  Francis  Hogwood,  acknowledged 
receipt  of  the  estate  of  Mary  Creed  from  Edward  Warren  March  29,  1676  (Surry 
County  records.  Wills  &  Deeds  1671-84,  p.  115).  Edward  Warren’s  will,  dated 
April  15,  1676,  and  probated  May  2,  1676,  states  that  he  wishes  to  be  buried  “by  ' 
my  loving  wife  Grace  Creede,”  and  leaves  his  property  to  his  son-in-law  (step-  ' 
son),  William  Creed  and  his  four  daughters-in-law  (step-daughters),  mentioning 
by  name  Johney  (Joane?)  and  Mary  Creed  (id.,  p.  114).  The  five  children  of 
Raphael  and  Grace  Creed  were:  (i)  Elizabeth  Creed,  who  married  Francis  Hog¬ 
wood  and  had  issue,  Richard,  William,  George  and  Frances  Hogwood;  (2)  Maud¬ 
lin  Creed  who  married  first,  Marmaduke  Beckwith  (d.  1670) ;  second,  Edward 
Oliver  (1649-1676),  and  third  1676,  John  Warren,  and  had  at  least  two  Beck¬ 
with  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Grace;  (3)  Johney  (Joane?)  Creed  married  prob¬ 
ably  Noah  Barefoot;  (4)  Mary  Creed  married  first,  1678,  John  Flood;  second,  i 
1679,  David  Andrews,  Jr.;  and  (5)  William  Creed,  d.  s.  p.  1688,  leaving  his 
property  to  David  Andrews  and  Noah  Barefoot. 

It  appears  highly  probable  that  the  Raphael  Creed  (named  as  son  in  the  will 
of  Edward  Creed,  of  Shirehampton,  Gloucester,  and  as  grandson  in  the  will  of 
Raphael  Creed,  of  the  parish  of  Westbury,  upon  Trim,  Gloucester)  is  identical 
with  Ralph  or  Raphael  Creed  of  Surry  County.  Joan  Creed,  mentioned  in  the 
wills  as  wife  of  Peter  Redman,  may  offer  the  clue  to  the  English  origin  of  another 
early  Virginia  settler,  namely,  John  Redman  of  Westmoreland  County  (1623- 
1673),  whose  first  son  was  named  Peter. — B.  C.  HOLTZCLAW,  the  compiler. 

My  Charles  Lucas  of  Robeson  Co.,  N.  C.  may  very  well  be  descended  from 
the  above  Lucas  family,  for  there  were  plenty  of  Charleses  in  it.  I  looked  over 
the  Brunswick  Co.  deeds  and  there  are  a  number  to  and  from  Charles  Lucas — 
but  this  Charles  Lucas  and  Martha  his  wife  were  still  living  there  in  1794,  which 
is  too  late  for  my  Charles.  There  is  probably  a  missing  generation  somewhere. 
My  Charles,  if  descended  from  the  above,  was  probably  a  grandson  of  William 
Lucas  and  Martha  Johnson  of  Brunswick  Co. 

The  Lucas  family  of  the  Editor  is  seen  below  but  as  above  stated,  there  is  “one 
missing  link”  between  North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  Charles  Lucas,  Sr.  is  found 
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in  Bladen  Co.,  N.  C.  as  early  as  1786  and  between  this  date  and  1800  he  is  found 
also  in  Robeson  Co.,  N.  C.  and  Marlboro  Co.,  S.  C.  There  are  many  deeds  found 
for  Charles  Sr.,  Charles  Daniel  and  William  Lucas  in  the  above  3  counties  be¬ 
tween  1786  and  1800.

Benjamin  Osborn  (son  of  William)  was  born  29  April  1797  (probably  in  Ga.) 
and  came  to  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala.  where  he  died  on  July  8,  1851  while  felling  a 
tree,  which  fell  on  him.  He  married  Mary  Bentley  who  was  born  ii  Aug.  1798 
and  died  ii  Aug.  1877  in  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala.  According  to  family  tradition,  Mary 
'Bentley  was  supposedly  born  in  Holland  and  came  to  this  country  (Charleston, 
S.  C.)  at  the  age  of  10  or  ii  and  was  raised  by  a  Bentley  family — it  has  been 
said  that  her  real  name  was  Mary  SCHATTEL  but  this  has  never  been  proved 
nor  as  to  who  her  Bentley  “parents’’  were.  Mary  was  a  devout  Methodist  and 
used  to  walk  several  miles  to  church  on  Sunday.

I.  CARTER — (Levice  Edith  Osborn  Lucas,  James  Turner  Osborn  Jr.,  Susan  Ann 
Carter  Osborn).  Susan  Ann  Carter  Osborn,  wife  of  James  Turner  Osborn,  Sr., 
was  the  daughter  of  a  Caroline  (.^)  Carter  and  James  E.  Watkins.  It  is  not 
definitely  known  if  her  mother’s  first  name  was  Caroline,  but  it  is  believed  so 
from  family  sources.  Susan  Ann  Carter  had  one  sister  named  Caroline  (Carolyn) 
Carter  who  was  raised  by  some  Carter  relatives  in  Texas,  also  according  to  family 
tradition.  Caroline  (.^  Carter  and  James  E.  Watkins  were  never  married  and 
after  the  birth  of  these  two  daughters  Caroline  took  Susan  Ann  and  Caroline  to 
go  to  Texas  to  live.  They  sailed  from  New  Orleans  for  Galveston,  Texas  and  in 
route,  Caroline  (the  mother)  died  and  was  buried  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Upon 
reaching  Galveston,  a  Carter  uncle  took  Caroline  to  raise  and  sent  Susan  Ann 
back  to  Alabama  to  be  raised  by  Carter  relatives  and  it  is  said  that  she  was 
raised  by  her  mother’s  brother,  William  (Bill)  Carter  and  his  wife,  Mary  (Polly) 
Davis.  All  data  on  the  Mother  and  Father  of  Susan  Ann  (Carter)  Osborn  was 
given  me  by  her  daughter-in-law,  Emma  (Walker)  Osborn  upon  her  death  bed,  as 
she  said  she  knew  I  would  sooner  or  later  find  out  about  the  illigitimacy  and  she 
wanted  me  to  know  the  truth  about  it.  This  same  information  later  verified  by 
Susan  Ann’s  daughter,  Sally  (Osborn)  Causey  of  Ft.  Worth,  Texas.

According  to  all  family  tradition  from  my  immediate  kin  in  and  around  Alexander 
City,  Ala.,  our  Carter  kin  were  supposed  to  have  come  to  Tallapoosa  County,  Ala.  , 
from  Cartersville,  Ga.,  and  supposedly  Cartersville  was  named  for  some  of  our 
Carter  family.  The  story  has  been  told  of  Susan  Ann  (Carter)  Osborn  going  to  ' 
Georgia  on  a  visit  to  Carter  relatives  shortly  before  or  after  the  Civil  War.  Also,  it 
has  been  told  that  sometime  during  the  late  i8oo’s  a  Carter  relative,  Charles 
Carter  and  his  daughter  Susie,  came  to  Alabama  for  a  visit  with  relatives  there 
and  then  returned  to  his  home  in  Georgia.  It  has  been  said  that  J.  J.  “Dink” 
Carter  once  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Hills,  Ga. 

II.  MIDDLETON  FAMILY — (Levice  Edith  Osborn  Lucas,  Burnie  Alco  (Pow¬ 
ell)  Osborn,  Margaret  Lizetta  (Middleton)  Powell,  Wm.  Henry  Middleton).  , 
William  Henry  Middleton  was  born  about  1825  in  S.  C. — died  March  2,  1910  in 
Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala.  and  they  are  buried  in  Flint  Hill  Methodist  Church  ceme- 
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tary  out  of  Alexander  City,  Ala.  He  married  ist  Cynthia  M.  Smith  on  Dec.  14, 
1851 — born  1825-1830  and  died  June  17,  1883 — She  was  born,  according  to  her 
tombstone,  in  Henry  Co.,  Ga.  She  moved  to  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala.,  Dec.  14,  1852 
and  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South  in  1857.  According  to  family 
tradition  Wm.  H.  Middleton  was  either  orphaned  while  very  young  or  ran  away 
from  home  when  young  or  both  and  came  to  Alabama  to  live.  It  has  been  said 
tha  he  was  raised  by  a  family  named  Totewine  who  were  supposedly  relatives  of 
his.  (There  was  a  George  H.  Totewine  and  family  listed  in  tthe  1850  Tallapoosa 
Co.,  Ala.  Census).  The  1850  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala.  Census  list  W.  H.  Middleton 
Age  23,  occupation  as  teacher  and  born  in  So.  Car.  The  i860  Tallapoosa  Co., 
Ala.  Census  lists  him  as  Age  29,  farmer  born  S.  C.,  wife  Syntha  M.,  aged  29,  born 
Ga.,  children:  Sarah  A.M.,  age  8,  Mary  E.,  age  6,  Margaret  L.,  age  5,  and  Elside 
S.  C.,  age  3 — all  born  in  Ala.  The  1870  Census  lists  W.  H.  Middleton,  age  43, 
born  S.  C.,  Sarah,  age  18;  Margaret,  age  14;  Cordelia,  age  12.  According  to 
Reuben  Young  Scott,  a  grandson  of  W.  H.  Middleton,  Cynthia  M.  Smith  Middle- 
ton  is  supposed  to  have  died  just  prior  to  or  in  the  early  part  of  the  Civil  War  (her 
tombstone  date  does  not  agree  with  this,  see  above  and  see  i860  and  1870 
Census)  for  W.  H.  Middleton  had  to  serve  in  the  Home  Guard  and  it  has  been 
said  that  while  he  was  gone  to  fight,  his  four  daughters,  though  young,  lived  by 
themselves  doing  all  their  own  cooking;  in  fact  they  were  supposed  to  have  come 
down  with  small  pox  and  so  some  neighbors  fixed  their  meals  and  left  them  for 
them  to  pick  up  on  a  fence  near  their  house,  which  lends  credence  to  fact  that 
the  mother  died  prior  to  1865-  The  1880  Census  lists  W.  H.  h/Iiddleton  as  born 
in  Ga. — however,  I  believe  this  conflict  in  state  where  born  is  due  in  fact  that  W. 
H.  Middleton  was  married  by  this  date  to  his  second  wife,  Jane  Flowers  (no 
issue)  who  was  born  in  Ga.  and  must  have  answered  the  Census  taker’s  questions 
when  Census  was  taken  thereby  assumed  that  W.  H.  Middleton  was  born  in  Ga. 
because  she  was.  The  children  of  W.  H.  Middleton  and  Cynthia  M.  Smith  were: 

A.  Sarah  Ann  Mexico  Middleton— born  Oct.  25  (1852?)  and  died  April  29, 
1930  or  38 — married  George  Washington  Young  Scott  who  died  Oct.  ii,  1908. 
They  lived  in  Alexander  City,  Ala. 

B.  Mary  Emma  Middleton— born  about  1854 — died  ?— married  S.  Russell 
Downs— They  lived  in  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala.,  and  later  moved  to  Sand  Moun¬ 
tain  in  Alabama  and  have  many  descendants  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Boaz, 
Albertville,  and  Guntersville,  Ala. 

C.  Margaret  Lizetta  Middleton— born  about  1855  and  died  about  1877.  She 
married  Daniel  Benjamin  Powell  as  his  first  wife  on  Dec.  12,  1875  in  Talla¬ 
poosa  Co.,  Ala.  See  Powell  records  for  the  Editor’s  descent. 

D.  Elsie  D.  Celestine  Lucrecia  Cordelia  Middleton — ^born  May  3,  1858 — died 
July  5,  1941 — married  Charles  S.  Stone  on  Sept.  27,  1876  and  they  lived  in 

Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala. 

William  H.  Middleton’s  will  is  dated  July  25,  1908  and  is  on  record  in  Tallapoosa 
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Co.,  Ala.  Court  House,  Dadeville,  Ala.  He  was  a  part  time  Methodist  Preacher 
and  gave  the  land  on  which  the  Flint  Hill  Methodist  Church  was  built.  He  was 
also  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  was  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alexander 
City  Bank,  from  Jan.  4,  1892  until  his  death  in  1910  and  also  was  a  large  land 
owner. 

At  the  time  this  book  is  going  to  press  it  is  believed  by  the  Editor  (S.  E.  L.,  Jr.) 
that  W.  H.  M.  may  have  either  been  the  son  of  an  Elizabeth  Middleton  listed  in 
the  1830  Greenville  Co.,  S.  C.  Census  with  the  following  children:  i  male  0-5;  i 
male  10-15;  2  males  15-20;  2  females  20-30;  i  female  40-50;  and  therby  it  is 
assumed  that  the  above  Elizabeth  was  a  widow,  which  could  lend  some  credence 
to  the  story  of  W.  H.  M.  being  orphaned  young.  It  is  also  thought  that  W.  H.  M. 
could  have  been  a  son  of  John  Middleton — born  and  died  and  his  wife,  Mary  Bur¬ 
roughs  of  Elmore  House,  Co.,  Herts  and  who  died  in  1831  as  widow  of  Dr.  Wm.  R. 
Smith  of  Va.  The  reasoning  for  this,  is  that  John  and  Mary  Middleton  (both 
who  lived  in  Charleston,  S.  C.)  died  when  some  of  their  children  were  quite 
young.  Of  their  eight  children,  as  listed  in  the  S.  C.  Hist.  Soc.  Mag.,  all  are  given 
definite  birth  dates  and  all  but  their  son  William  are  given  an  exact  or  a  very 
approximate  death  date.  The  William  Middleton  in  question  was  born  in  1822 
and  it  says  only  that  he  died  in  youth,  unmarried,  which  to  me,  S.  E.  L.  Jr.,  could 
lend  support  to  our  family  tradition  that  W.  H.  M.  was  either  orphaned  young  or 
ran  away  from  home  young  or  both  since  John  and  Mary  Middleton  above  both  , 
died  before  the  Wm.  Middleton  was  9  years  old. 

III.  SMITH — Cynthia  M.  Smith,  wife  of  Wm.  Henry  Middleton,  was  born  in 
Henry  Co.,  Ga.  and  came  to  Ala.  with  her  parents  in  the  early  1850’s.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Carsey  Smith  (these  names  are  on  tombstone  of 
Cynthia  (Smith)  Middleton  In  Flint  Hill  Methodist  Church  Cemetery  in  Alex. 
City,  Ala.).  Samuel  and  Carsey  Smith  are  burled  In  what  is  now  part  of  a  farm 
In  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala.  owned  presently  by  their  great,  grandson,  Reuben  Young 
Scott  of  Alexander  City,  Ala.  Their  children  were: 

A.  Cynthia  M.  Smith — married  Wm.  Henry  Middleton. 

B.  Martha  Smith — married  Sant  Roberson. 

C.  Tank  Smith  (female) — married  Vann  Roberson — supposedly  went  North. 

D.  Ellen  Smith — married  Pete  W^elch  (Could  this  be  Sarah  Smith  who  married 
Howell  Welch  between  1842  and  1850  In  Tallapoosa  Co.,  Ala..^) 

E.  Samuel  Smith  (Jr.) 

F.  James  Irvin  Smith— born  May  5,  1823,  married  first,  Sarah  A.  (Sally)  Neigh¬ 
bors— born  Jan.  I,  1831— died  Apr.  29,  1852,  married  2nd  Sallle  Roberson.  ; 

G.  Artie  Bun  Smith — married  Mary  Jane  Cannon. 

In  1958  I  visited  Irvin  Smith  near  Wetumpka,  Ala.  who  had  an  old  Smith  family 
Bible  which  had  belonged  to  James  Irvin  Smith — names  and  dates  are  as  follows  , 
that  I  copied:  J.  S.  Smith,  born  Feb.  25,  185  ;  Sarah  A.  Smith,  born  Jan.  ii, 
1831  (wife  of  Jamesil.);  John  Monroe  Smith,  born  Oct.  24,  1854 — died  Nov.  1932; 
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Sarhy  E.  Smith,  born  May  27,  1856;  Allane  Virgana  Smith,  born  Mar.  21,  1858 
(married  Mood  Mask) ;  Daniel  Sanford  Smith,  born  May  i,  i860  (married  Polly 
Mask);  Harit  Elender  Smith,  born  April  9,  1865  (married  Berry  Richardson); 
Mary  tter  Smith,  born  April  21,  1852 — died  July  3,  1852;  Sarha  Smith,  wife 
of  J.  1.  Smith,  died  April  29,  1852;  James  1.  Smith,  born  May  5,  1823;  Sarha 
Smith,  born  Feb.  21,  (1818?);  Nancy  E.  Smith,  born  Oct.  10,  1847,  (married  John 
Funderburk);  James  S.  Smith,  born  Feb.  25,  1841;  William  Benjamin  Smith,  born 
March  7,  1850;  John  M.  Smith,  born  Oct.  24,  1854  (called  James);  Daniel  San¬

IV.  WATKINS — (S.  E.  L.,  Jr.,  Levice  Osborn  Lucas,  James  Turner  Osborn,  Jr.; 
Susan  Ann  Carter  (Watkins).  James  E.  Watkins,  fathered  two  daughters  by 
Caroline  (?)  Carter  but  never  married  their  mother.  However,  he  did  marry 
Malisa  J.  Osborn,  sister  to  James  Turner  Osborn,  Sr.  who  married  Susan  Ann 
Carter,  the  illegitimate  daughter  of  James  E.  Watkins.  According  to  Tallapoosa 
Co.,  Ala.  Census  records,  James  E.  Watkins  was  born  in  Kentucky.  James  E. 
Watkins  was  born  in  1812  and  died  in  August  1861  in  Anderson  Co.,  Texas  in 
Brushy  Creek,  15  miles  north  of  Palestine,  Texas.  It  has  been  said  that  J.  E.  W. 
went  to  Texas  abouti83i-36  with  the  Tennessee  Volunteers  and  then  returned  to 
Ala.  Also  it  has  been  said  that  when  the  Watkins’  migrated  to  Ala.,  that  they 
stopped  in  East  Tennessee  for  a  while  and  lived  or  visited  with  Watkins  relatives. 
It  is  believed  that  J.  E.  W.  was  the  son  of  Richard  and  Agnes  Watkins;  the 
reasons  as  follows:  Ala.  Records,  Talladega  Co.,  Vol.  23,  p.  249 — ^Agnes  Watkins, 
bond  for  son  Rial  Watkins  Oct.,  1835.  Same  Vol.,  p.  2,  Agnes  Watkins  and  Rich¬ 
ard  Watkins,  securities  of  Spencer  Daniels  orphans  9  Sept.  1833.  Also  on  Jan.  18, 
1834,  Agnes  Watkins  sells  to  J.  T.  Bradford  in  Talladega  Co.,  Ala.  Also  1840 
Coosa  Co.,  Ala.  Census— Mrs.  Agnes  Watkins— i  male  0-5;  i  mak  5-10;  i  male 
10-15;  2  males  15-20;  i  male  20-30;  i  male  30-40  i  male  40-50;  i  female  0-5;  i 
female  15-20;  i  female  20-30;  i  female  40-50;  i  female  50-60.  Also,  in  same 
county  in  1840  Census  was  Thornton  P.  Watkins  (a  known  brother  of  J.  E.  W.). 

It  is  thought  that  Agnes  Watkins  was  either  a  Thornton  or  a  Perkins,  the  rea¬ 
sons,  viz:  L.  D.  Henderson,  grandson  of  J.  E.  W.,  Box  437,  Palestine,  Texas,  says 
his  great  grandmother  was  named  Agnes  and  his  belief  she  was  a  Thornton.  In 
1850  Coosa  Co.,  Ala.,  Census,  Thornton  P.  Watkins  has  living  with  him  and  his 
family  a  man  named  Sharp  Perkins  aged  18  born  Ky.  It  has  also  been  said  in  two 
lines  of  the  family  that  when  James  E.  Watkins  died  in  Texas,  his  widow,  the 
former  Malissa  J.  Osborn,  married  her  husband’s  first  or  second  cousin  who  was 
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named  Spence  Lewis,  but  the  exact  relationship  of  J.  E.  W.  and  Spence  Lewis 
has  never  been  established.  The  children  of  Richard  and  Agnes  Watkins: 

A.  Rial  H.  (Riley)  Watkins — born  about  1808  in  Ky. — married  Sarah  Mahan 
on  Aug.  13,  1839  in  Coosa  Co.,  Ala.

I.  Shelly  Watkins — born  about  1815  Ky. — married  Faithy  , 

born  1834  in  Ga. 

There  was  a  Dr.  Baker  Watkins — born  1800  In  Ky.  and  wife  Sarah  born  1805  in 
Ky.  in  the  1850  Coosa  Co.,  Ala.  Census.  This  could  be  the  same  Baker  Watkins 
who  married  Sally  Berry  on  April  4,  1822  in  Whitley  Co.,  Ky.  It  Is  thought  by 
some  of  the  family  that  J.  E.  W.  Inherited  a  Doctor’s  book  from  some  relative 
and  therefore  it  may  have  been  the  above  Baker.  Also  the  Dr.  Baker  Watkins 
could  be  an  older  brother  of  J.  E.  W.  and  others  or  a  close  relative.

At  the  present  time,  little  is  known  definitely  of  the  antecedents  of  JOHN 
CARGILL  with  will  signed  9th  April  1777  and  recorded  in  Charleston,  South 
I  Carolina,  date  not  shown.  He  was  a  resident  of  what  is  now  Laurens  County  but 
was  when  Berkley  or  Craven  County,  having  come  from  Virginia  in  1765,  and  was 
a  constituent  of  Little  River  of  Saludia  Baptist  Church,  10  August  1770.  The 
warrant  for  his  first  grant  of  land  is  dated  i  Oct.  1765  and  was  for  200  acres  in 
the  fork  between  Saluda  and  Reedy  Rivers.  According  to  headrights,  this  would 
have  been  for  himself,  wife,  and  two  minor  children.

Keziah  25  March  1770  to  Thomas  Dendy,  both  planters  of  Berkeley  County,  S.  C. 
for  200  pounds.  Wit:  Samuel  Powell,  Sarah  Tinsley,  Elizabeth  Tinsley.  (Lau- 
'  rens  Deeds  A-129.)  The  wife  of  John  Cargill,  Sr.  was  Rachel,  so  presumably 
'  John  with  wife  Keziah  is  the  son  of  John,  Sr.  He  may  be  the  later  John  Cargill, 

:  Sr.  in  Laurens  deeds  in  1790. 

!  The  earliest  Cargill  reference  noted  in  South  Carolina  is  in  Charleston  Deeds 
I  Deeds  LL-173,  when  John  Cargill  was  a  witness  to  a  conveyance  26  March  1760 
j  from  Wm.  Osborn  of  Colleton  County,  Planter  to  Richard  Hainsworth  of  Craven 
County,  Planter.  This  presumably  is  the  same  John  Cargill  “house  carpenter” 
who  was  buried  27  Aug.  1769  (Register  of  St.  Philip’s  Parish,  Charleston,  p.  329) 
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and  on  whose  estate  John  Kesson  took  out  letters  of  administration  as  nearest  i 
of  kin  1st  Sept.  1769  in  the  Court  of  Ordinary.  ; 

The  line  of  the  rather  well-known  Rev.  John  Cargill  of  Virginia  has  been  well 
traced,  and  none  of  his  descendants  came  to  South  Carolina.  There  seems  to  have 
been  a  contemporary  Cornelius  Cargill  in  Virginia  who  may  well  have  been  the  ! 
father  of  the  John  Cargill  who  appears  in  South  Carolina  in  1765.  The  Register 
of  Bristol  Parish,  Virginia  has  one  Cargill  entry,  that  of  William,  son  of  Cornelius  ,, 
Cargill  and  Elizabeth  Daniell  b.

As  will 
be  seen,  other  Cargills  were  later  comers  to  Laurens  County,  South  Carolina,  and  :

Cargill 
and  a  Wm.  Cargill  in  Morgan  District,  Wilkes  County.  Wilkes  County  has  also 
a  William  Cornelius,  and  a  man  by  that  name  married  a  Cargill.  A  John  Cargill, 
shows  in  later  Spartanburg  deeds,  but  drops  from  sight  in  that  county.

Note  by  LBJ :  From  evidence  in  Laurens  County  records,  it  seems  very  clear 
that  the  only  Conant  in  the  county  at  that  time  with  wife  Elizabeth  or  Betsy  was 
HARDY  CONANT,  with  adm.  bond  signed  by  Elizabeth  Conant,  George  Bowen 
and  Alsey  Fuller,  28  March  1825.  Tabitha  Conant,  b.  23  Dec.  1792,  second 
daughter  of  Major  Hardy  Conant,  married  in  Laurens  District,  S.  C.  8  March 
1810,  George  Bowen,  Esq.  (City  Gazette  of  Charleston,  23  March  1810)  and 
from  her  descend  Carmen  Chase  Duke  of  Columbia,  S.  C.  and  Elizabeth  Chase 
Evans  of  Gainesville,  Florida.  Tradition  In  the  Chase  family  says  Tabitha  was 
daughter  of  Richard  Conant  and  his  wife  Louisa  Satterwhite,  but  no  evidence  to 
this  effect  has  been  found  either  by  Leonardo  Andrea  or  by  the  present  compiler.

McDowell  at  the  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Nativity,  Dothan,  Ala.,  and  Nina  Hasell  Hanahan  Lucas,  IV  was 
baptized  at  St.  Andrew’s  Episcopal  Church,  Birmingham,  Ala.,  by  the  Rev.  Father 
Robert  Yancey  Marlow,  H,  formerly  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  who  is  a  distant  cousin 
of  hers  and  her  mother’s.  Marion  Lothrop  Hanahan,  Sr.  was  named  for  his 
mother’s  sister’s  husband,  Lothrop  Price  (husband  of  Maria  Gaillard)  &  also  for 
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his  father’s  (Joseph  Seabrook  Hanahan)  Cousin,  Marion  Seabrook  (not  known 
if  he  was  a  ist,  2nd  or  more  distant  Seabrook  cousin).  Levice  Edith  (Osborn) 
Lucas,  mother  of  the  Editor,  was  born  in  Tallapoosa  County,  Alabama  about  five 
miles  from  Newsite,  where  her  mother  and  father,  James  Turner  Osborn  and 
Burnie  Alco  Powell  had  a  large  farm.  James  Turner  Osborn  besides  farming  also 
ran  a  general  store  nearby  and  both  he  and  his  wife  had  lived  in  this  same  area 
most  of  their  lives.  Burnie  (Powell)  Osborn  sold  this  farm  about  1945  and  then 
began  living  with  her  various  children  until  her  death  in  1955  while  at  the  home 
of  her  daughter,  Theo  Reff,  in  Snyder,  Texas.  Burnie  Osborn  had  inherited  from 
her  grandfather,  William  Henry  Middleton,  several  thousands  of  acres  of  land 
in  Tallapoosa  County  as  a  child’s  part  of  this  estate,  since  her  mother  had  died 
when  she  was  a  baby.  This  land  ran  from  the  Tallapoosa  River  back  towards 
Alexander  City  almost  to  the  Flint  Hill  Methodist  Church,  which  William  Henry 
Middleton  had  given  the  land  for  and  at  one  time  had  been  the  part  time  Minister. 

Burnie  Powell  Osborn’s  father  married  a  second  time  about  three  years  after 
hermother  had  died  and  it  was  in  this  new  home  that  she  grew  up.  It  has  been 
said  by  her  various  children  that  she  was  never  treated  as  a  real  member  of  this 
new  home  her  father  had  started  and  really  was  looked  upon  as  a  servant  by  her 
father.  She  was  never  allowed  the  privileges  that  her  half-brothers  and  sisters 
enjoyed  and  especially  in  regards  to  receiving  any  sort  of  an  education  but  in¬ 
stead,  had  to  stay  home  and  tend  to  household  chores.  As  a  result  of  her  poor 
treatment  by  her  father,  Daniel  Benjamin  Powell,  she  never  had  much  to  do  with 
him  in  later  life  and  did  not  think  too  highly  of  him  and  his  personal  character, 
tho  she  did  feel  a  little  more  closely  to  her  step-mother,  Elizabeth  Craddock. 

James  Turner  Osborn  had  lived  most  of  his  life  in  the  same  area,  near  the 
Hillabee  River — in  fact,  when  his  grandfather,  Benjamin  Osborn  and  family  came 
to  Tallapoosa  County  from  Jasper  County,  Georgia  around  1850,  they  settled 
out  from  the  present  day  Alexander  City  towards  the  Hillabee  River  and  for  the 
first  six  months  or  so  they  had  to  live  in  what  might  be  called  a  cave  (it  was  really 
a  huge  rock  which  extended  out  from  the  side  of  a  hill  and  thereby  afforded  some 
protection  from  the  weather).  On  the  tombstones  of  Burnie  Powell  and  James 
T.  Osborn,  their  last  names  are  spelled  Osburn,  which  for  some  reason  they  had 
been  accustomed  to  using  as  the  spelling  of  Osborn. 

Levice  (Osborn)  Lucas  was  sent  to  boarding  school  in  Ashland,  Alabama  for 
several  years  and  later  was  graduated  from  Jacksonville  State  Teachers  College 
in  Jacksonville,  Alabama  and  later  did  some  graduate  study  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  She  taught  school  in  Oklahoma  and  later  worked  in  a  bank  In  West 
Palm  Beach,  Florida  before  her  marriage.  She  and  S.  E.  Lucas,  Sr.  were  married 
in  the  First  Methodist  Church  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  in  1928  and  then  In  1930  they 
moved  to  Birmingham,  Alabama  where  they  presently  live.  She  has  been  very 
active  In  civic  and  Garden  Club  work  in  Alabama  and  is  a  member  of  Highlands 
Methodist  Church.  Silas  Emmett  Lucas,  Sr.  was  born  In  Fayette  County,  Ala- 
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banaa  the  son  of  Silas  Watts  Lucas  and  Essie  Gabriella  Dodson  (see  “Genealogy 
i|  of  the  Dodson-Dotson,  Lucas,  Pyles,  Rochester  and  Allied  Families”  also  com-

PIPPIN  FAMILY 

According  to  all  family  sources  it  is  highly  believed  that  Satallral  Pippin  was 
the  forebearer  of  the  Pippin  family  that  settled  in  Dale  Co.,  Ala.,  about  1850. 
According  to  the  i860  Dale  Co.,  Ala.  Census,  the  following  records  show  the 
family  of  Satallral  Pippin:  Satallral  Pippin,  Aged  70,  farmer,  born  in  N.  C.;  Mary 
Pippin,  aged  49,  born  in  N.  C.;  William  Pippin,  aged  17,  born  in  Ga.;  Elias  Pippin, 
aged  15,  born  in  Ga.;  Guffin,  aged  14,  born  in  Ga. 

According  to  Evaleta  (Pippin)  Phillips  (Mrs.  E.  R.,  Jr.)  of  Ozark,  Ala.,  Sala- 
thiel  Pippin’s  (the  known  ancestor)  father  married  a  second  time  and  had  a  ?.on 
named  Griff  Pippin  (quite  possibly  the  Guffin)  above  as  census  takers  often  could 
not  spell.  This  Griff  Pippin  has  a  son,  Jim  Tom  Pippin  living  in  Ozark,  Ala.  in 
1961.  As  best  as  can  be  determined,  Satallral  had  other  children  by  his  first  wife, 
whose  name  is  unknown,  two  of  whom  were:

Dowd  and  it  is  strongly  believed  her  maiden  name  was  Knight.  W.  L.  Casey 
married  as  his  second  wife,  Malissa  Glover  in  1895.  W.  L.  and  Mollie  Casey  had 
another  daughter,  Daisy  Lena  Casey  who  married  a  Mr.  Dalton  and  had  issue,  one 
of  whom  is  Sally  Dalton  who  married  a  Mr.  Reynolds  and  lives  in  Ft.  Lauderdale, 
Fla.  and  has  a  son  Larry  and  a  daughter  Gloria. 

Lemuel  Casey  was  supposedly  the  father  and  ancestor  of  the  Barbour  and 
Dale  Co.  Ala.  Caseys.  In  the  “History  of  the  Dowling  Family”  by  the  late  Rex 
Dowling  of  Dothan,  Ala.,  Lemuel  Casey  is  said  to  have  married  Nancy  Cox,  born 
about  1816  and  came  to  Dale  Co.  in  1831  from  “Richmond,  N.  C.,”  his  birthplace. 
It  is  not  known  if  this  was  a  city  or  a  county  in  N.  C.  by  the  name  of  Richmond.

Also  again  in  this  same  1850  Census  there  is  listed  as  head  of  family 
Harriet  Cox  aged  28,  Born  N.  C.,  Amanda  age  6  (either  a  daughter  or  younger 
sister  of  Harriet)  and  living  with  them  was  an  Alfred  Casey  aged  21,  born  N.  C., 
farmer.  Quite  possibly  this  Harriet  Cox  may  be  related  to  Nancy  (Cox)  Casey 
and  Alfred  Casey  ‘‘could  be”  also  a  son  of  James  Casey. 

In  regards  to  the  possible  parents  of  Nancy  (Cox)  Casey,  there  may  be  a  close 
relation  to  the  family  of  William  Cox  listed  in  Dale  Co.,  Ala.  in  the  1850  Census.  | 
William  is  listed  as  aged  41,  born  Ga.,  wife  Charlotte,  aged  24,  Ga.,  Wm.  F.,  aged 
16,  Ala.;  Cornelia  M.  aged  8,  Ala.;  Rebecca  A.,  aged  4,  Ala.  and  William^s  mother 
Nancy  aged  60,  S.  C.,  but  more  research  will  have  to  be  done  in  S.  C.  and  Ga.  as  i 
well  as  in  Dale  and  Barbour  Cos.  Ala.  since  there  were  large  settlements  of  Coxes 
in  both  of  these  Ala.  counties  in  1850  and  1840,  before  anything  definite  can  be  ■ 
determined  about  the  correct  Cox  lineage. 

Note:  At  the  last  minute  before  the  book  was  going  to  press  the  following  was 
received  on  the  CASEY  and  COX  families:  The  following  inscription  was  taken 
from  the  tombstone  in  CARROLL  cemetery  in  an  Ozark,  Ala.  surburb;  LEM¬ 
UEL  CASEY,  born  RICHMOND  COUNTY,  NORTH  CAROLINA,  January  26, 
1818 — moved  to  Alabama  February  18^1 — died  November  5,  1886 — age  75  years 
g  months,  7  days”.  There  seems  to  be  a  slight  discrepancy  here  as  to  the  exact 
age  of  Lemuel  Casey.  In  the  Ozark  city  cemetery  the  grave  of  Mrs.  NANCY 
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cox  has  the  following  on  a  new  tombstone  which  was  erected  by  a  relative  from 
Pinckard,  Ala.  {name  unknown)  2  or  ^  years  ago,  replacing  an  old  broken  marker: 
it  states  that  Mrs.  Nancy  Cox  died  April  8,  i8§^ — about  yo  years  old  at  time  of 
death — ‘‘this  grave  was  the  beginning  of  this  cemetery’\  According  to  Mrs.  Era 
Saliba  of  Dale  County,  Ala.  this  Nancy  Cox  was  the  mother  of  Lemuel  Casey’s' 
wife  who  was  also  named  Nancy — Nancy  {Cox)  Casey  is  buried  at  Slocomb, 
Ala.  {Mrs.  Saliba  is  a  daughter  of  Dan  Casey  who  was  a  son  of  Lemuel  Casey 
and  Nancy  Cox  and  is  therefore  a  Great  granddaughter  of  Mrs.  Nancy  Cox)j 
With  these  new  notes,  please  look  over  the  previous  COX  data  already  given. 
Also  received  was  data  which  gave  the  name  of  Eleanor  Rebecca  Beech’s  {see 
Pippin)  blind  brother  as  STEPHEN  BEECH. 
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
